THE TARIFF DINGLEY MADE 


VERY MUCH KEVISION AND 
VERY LITTLE REDUCTION. 
PECEIT PRACTICED ABOUT THE HIDE 
CLAUSE—FOOLING THE FARMERS— 

THE FREE ART SECTION. 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—It will be some days 
before the Democrats in the House of Repre- 
sentatives will be able togive analytic opinions 
of the Tariff bill yesterday submitted by Mr. 
McKinley to the fuli Ways and Means Comumit- 
tee. There Is still but a small number of copies 
in circulation, or in the hands of members, and 
iv will be a week before any of them will have 
done more than to inform themselves about 
anything more than the parts that particularly 
¢ Yect their constituencies. 

/What is now known as the McKinley bill is 
likely, is is more than probable, to be known 
before long as the Dirgley bill. It was the 
work of the Maine man, and whatever itis 
worth the Maine men ought to thank their in- 
Bustrious Representative for. 

Before any bill was reported abundant notice 
was given, through the protectionist organs, 
that it was to bea bill “to revise, not reduce” 
the tariff. A glance at it will shew that the 
warning was acorrect one. A gentleman inthe 
committee this morning expressed a doubt 
whether it would reduce revenue. If the im- 
portations for 1891 should not be greatly 
under those of 1890 there would be an increase 
of revenue under the bill 

Briet though the time has been in which the 
bill has been within reach of eriticism, the 
time has not been so short that opinons have 
not been formed about it. Mr. McMillin of 
Tennessee said that the question put to him, 
“ What do you think of 11?” reminded him, in 
his present condition of mind, of a story he had 
heard in Tennessee. 

“Away back in the thirties,” he said, ““when 
there was a meteoric shower that greatly 
alarmed the superstitious, there was a man liv- 


ing in one of the old log cabins of Tennessee. 
Bickerstaff—that was the man’s name—had a 
very wakeful wife. She woke up ip the night 
and was alarmed at the extraordinary appear- 
ance of the beavens. She woke up her husband 
with a shake. 

**Here, yeu, Bickerstaff, get up. Heavens 
is falling. The north star and all the other stars 
done drop oui’n their piace. Wake up, old man. 
Hits jus’ terrible.’ 

“ Bickerstaff woke. He wouldn’t go outside 
to have @ broader view of the fearful dis- 

lay. The chinking had drepped out of the 
ogs near his head. He cast one glance out 
through the chink at the _ star-spattered 
heavens, drew the covers over his head, and 
murmured, as he lay down again: 

***T can see enough through the chinks.’ 

“Mr. MeMillin can see enough to satisfy him 
that the Dingley bill is not a reduction bill.” 

The Massachusetts and New-York men, who 
have been worried about the duty on hides, 
ought to get acopy of the bill like that given 
ont Monday in order to appreciate the full 
scope of the game that was played with the 
hides item in the bill. Hides were car- 
ried in two paragraphs. In one they were 
dutiable. In the other they were free. 
When there had been a delegation of 
visitors before the committee to favor free 
hides, the committee weuld strike out the duty 
paragraph. When the advocates of duty came 
along aud talked about the help that the cattle 
men and Mr. Blaine’s scheme of reeiproeity 
with South America needed, the free paragraph 
was crossed off and the dutiable item came 
again. This see-sawing business was carried 
on until the change from free hides to duty- 
paying hides had been made five times. ‘ 

Itis asserted that it was Mr. Dingley’s ided 
that the duty should be imposed, in order to 
carry vut hisidea of what the bili should be, 
but that he was unwilling to vete for it in oppo- 
sition to the strongly-expressed opposition of 
the Eastern States. This little difficulty was 
easily overcome by 80 arranging the member- 

ship of the committee, on the vote, that the Rep- 
resentatives from States that were to bé unfa- 
vorably affected by theauty could vote againstit, 
fud those who might be benetited by the duty 
could vote for it, thus securing the imposition 
of the duty, without making the individual 
members unpopular with their constituents, In 
the meantime the Massachusetts Representa- 
tives in Congress, but not on the committee, 
wore deliberately deceived. 

As to the amount of reduction of revenne to 
be effected by the bill, authorities in the eom- 
mittee differ, To une correspondent, who askea 
Mr. MeKinley’s opinion on that point, the Chair-

it will make so large a 

recuction as the $60,000,000 which the Senate 

bill was expected to effeet. But that is not a 

disappointment tothe committee. It was not 

striving so much for reduction as to compel 

Americans to use American manufactures and 

American raw material. Ifthe bill did not do 

that it would be regarded as a failure by ita 

waker. It has carried out, as far as possible, 

Mr. Reed’s idea about the construction of a 
wall about the country. 

That may help the Blaine reciprocity scheme, 
but it may @ise embarrass the farmers, who are 
to be fuddled by an exhibition of the schedule 
of agricultural products that have been taxed 
for their protection. The farmer who takes up 
the reports of the Bureau of Statistics is sure 
to find out, at once, that the protection offered 
to himis a mockery, except for a few men 
along the edge of the districts of Mr. Payne, 
Mr. Dingley, and possibly one other member of 
the committee. 

In increasing the tax on cattle the committee 
knew that there were imported in 1888 cattle 
worth about $900,000, while the exports of 
cattle amounted to $11,000,000. There were 
imported in 1888 about 37,000 bushels of corn, 
worth $20,000, while the exports of corn were 
valued $13,000,000. How is the farmer to be 
benefited by duty on corn? The butter export 
trade of the country has been falling off for 
several years, but the importations of butter 
were only $26,000 in 1888, while the exports 
were $1,884,000. An increased duty, it is be- 
— will not help the farmer in the slightest 

egree, 

There is likely to be some doubt excited as to 
the.meaning of the much-talked-of ‘free art’ 
paragraphs in the bill. There are two para- 
graphs pertaining to that subject. The first 
reads as follows: 


**Paintings in oil or water colors, being the pro- 
fessional production of a painter or artist only, and 
statuary cut, carved, or otherwise wrought by 
hand from a solid block or mass of marble or stone, 
aud being the professional production of a statuary 
or sculptor only, and not otherwise especially pro- 
wided for in this act.” 

The second paragraph is as follows: 

Works of art, the production af American artists 
residing temporarily abroaa, or other works of art 
imported expressly for presentation toa national 
institution or to any State or municipal corpora. 
tion or incorporated religious society, gollexe, or 
other public institution, except stained Or painted 
window giass or stained or painted glass windows, 
Dut such exemptious shall be subject to such regu- 
jations As the Secretary of the Treasury may pre- 
scribe.” 

The second paragraph is only a modification 
in form of the oid section of the law, but the 
first is anew paragraph, 

‘There bas been sowe inquiry to-day to know 
whether the clause really accompiishes what 
the advocates of {free art wrre after. One 
lets in paintings and statuary, the other ail 
**works of art’ by Americans only. Some 
of the Democrats notice that, while paiatings 
appear to be free to public and private 
buyers, there is a tax on lithographs, etchings, 
engravings, and other cheaper forms of 
pictures, 80 tbat, while the man who has means 
enough to go abroad to buy pictures is favored, 
the poor man who desires to ornament his 
shenty with a foreign colored iithograph will 
be compelled to pay a tax that hag been gath- 
ered at the Custom House. 

The bill places old tarred rope and oakum on 
the tree list, but Indian grass, or what is known 
commercially as ‘‘Bombay bemp,” is taxed 50 
percent. The only use to which Bombay hemp 
is put is the manufacture of oukum. Formerly 
old rope was usea for this purpose, but now 
that wire bas supplanted rope in the rix- 
ging of ships the world cannot sup- 
ply eld rope epvough _fvr the manufact- 
ure of oakum, and the manufacturers of that 
neeessary ariiclein the construction of every 
ship discovered that Bombay hemp was a very 
govd substitute. The effect of this provision in 
the Tariff; biillis that the manufactured oakum 
comes in Without the payment of duty, but the 
joan who has a factory for its manufacture has 
40 pay a taxof 50 per cent. on the raw mate- 
rivils which he uses. It would look as if sewe 
one was more interes'ed in the importing of 
oakim than the manufacture of itin this coun- 





try. 

The full text of the tobacco sehedule of the 
Repubiican tariff pull, which was yesterday sub- 
mitted to the full Committee on Ways and 
Means by Chairman McKinley, is as follows:

AN ANXIOUS REPUBLICAN. 


FARMERS AND MECHANICS OF PENNSYL- 
VANIA IN REBELLION. 


ex-Chairman of the Blair County Republican 
Committee and brother of the Auditer General 
of the State, is out in an interview in whieh he 
makes some highly interesting statements con- 
cerning the attitude of Republican farmers and 
workingmen in Pennsylvania. 

“The truth is,” he says, ‘‘the farmers are go- 
ing to be an unknown quaatity in the coming 
election. I have been mingling with them con- 
siderably, and [ find them aiscontented and 
in a mood for rebellion. They insist that 
the party pledges have not been kept; 
that the burden of taxation falls on 


them, and that the industrial interests and rail- 
roads are benefiged by iegislation at their ex- 
pense. They have been receiving literature of 
various kinds from revenue refermers that 
seems to have made a deep impression on their 
minds, In the State there are several close 
Congressional districts that, with Republican 
discontent, we might lose. This weuld be a 
great misfortune, for, above all, we need to 
have a majority in Congress, To lose Congress 
would be a disaster. 

**I feel that the party must do something to 
appease the growing discontent among the 
farmers by appropriate State legislation, and 
that something must also be done to moliify 
the rebellion against the party that is growing 
up among the workingmen and mechanics, The 
latter is almost as widespread as the former. 
Workingmeén complain that they are urged to 
votefor Republican Congressmen and Repub- 
lican Presidents for the sake of the tariff and 
the continuance of high wages. They charge 
that employers want reductions of wages when 
the election is over, or in event ef strikes 
put foreign workmen in their places. They 
insist thai they vote for the tariff tor the em- 
ployer, but that the employer breaks down the 
tariffon the workman. The Republican Party 
must keep true to its pledges. There are mo- 
mentous questions coming up, and it must be 
prepared to meet them.” 


A REPUBLICAN MISTAKE. 


WHY HIDES, COAL, AND IRON WERE 
PLACED ON THE DUTIABLE LIST. 


Boston, April 1.—The Republican members 
of the Legislature who insisted upon defeating 
the free hides resolutions because they were in- 
troducea by a Democrat are beginning to real- 
ize that they made a big miatake.. A prominent 
Republican, one who has served in all branches 
of the State Government, and who now resides 
in a large shoe city, has just returned from 
Washington with some interesting and reliable 


information as to the reason of putting hides 
back into the dutiable list. 

He says that after the action of the House re- 
jecting the resolutions in favor of free hides 
and of free coal and iron the Western cattlemen 
went before the Committee on Ways and Means 
and declared that the Massachusetts Congress- 
men had not fairly represented the State on the 
free hide question, that there was no special 
feeling for free hides, that the House, over- 
whelmingly Republican, bad voted against 
adopting resolutions for free hides, and that 
even the Representatives from Haverhill, a 
large shoe centre, bad voted unanimous! 
against the resolutions for free hides, By sue 
argument, he says, the committes was influ- 
enced tw reverse its action. 

“In my opinion,” he says, *‘ the whole cause 
of the committee’s placing a tariff on hides 
was the action of the House in rejecting the 
resolutions.”” He further expresses surprise at 
the action of Mr. Wardwell, coming from a city 
like Haverhill, in opposing the resulutions. As 
Mr. Wardwell is the secretary of the Republican 
, State Central Committee, tbe party organizu- 
tion is placed in a very awkward position, 





THE CHIOAGO ELECTION. 
THE DEMOCRATS HAVE A MAJORITY OF 
11,000 IN THE CITY. 


CuHIcAaGo, April 1.—An election was held here 
to-day for forty-four Aldermen out of the sixty- 
eight in the City Council, and for Assessors and 
other town officers. The Democrats car- 
Tied all of the towns, electing their can- 
didates in th® ‘South Town for the first 
time in years. The present Council is 
Republican by two majority. The new Council 
will be composed of thirty-four Democrats, 
thirty-one Republicans, and three indepena- 
ents. Should the latier vote with the Repub- 
licans, the Council would be a tie, with Mayor 
Cregier, a Democrat, having the casting vote. 

The returns from the election show that the 
Democrats have a majority in Chicago to-day 
of 11,000. It will require more than a World's 


Fair to overcome thatin the next Presidential 
election. 





ELECTIONS IN NEW-JERSEY. 

LonG BrancuH, N. J., April 1.—The annual 
election for ten Borough Commissioners was 
held at Seabright to-day, and there was an un- 
usually hard struggle to elect the regular 
ticket. Ex-Postmaster Peter L. Cruser was 
elected Mayor by a good majority, and the re- 
maining nine Commissioners elected were Dr. 
James J. Reed, Robert P. Blair, James RK. Mi- 


nugh, Winfield White, Miller Newman, Elijah 
Disbrow, Muffin Paul, and Wesley Fauiken- 
burg. The moneys voted to be raised were: 
For roads, $1,500; for borough purposes, $500. 

The municipal election at Atlantic Highlands 
passed off very quietly, and, as expected, the 
entire regular ticket was elected. The Board 
of Commissioners for the ensuing year is com- 
se te of these gentlemen: T. H. Leonard, M. L. 

olby, W. T. Franklin, Percy Faulkenburg, 
Jacob T. Stout, D. L. Conover, and W. B. Sav- 
idge.

DEMANDS OF THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCE. 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 1.—The Exeeutive Com- 
raittee of the Georgia Farmers’ Alliance has 
agreed upon the questions which all candidates 
for office, from bailiff to Congressman, wil! be 
required to answer. They demand that the 
powers of the State Railroad Commission shall 
be enlarged, and that more control of the rail- 
roads be given to the State and Inter-State Com- 


miss‘ons. They demand that better common- 
school facilities shall pe afforded the chiidren 
of the State, poor and work houses for the in- 
digent, thaf couviets be better treated and cared 
for, and that the able-bodied ones be made to 
work the roads, the lowest possible tariff duties 
on al) artieles necessary to the farmers of the 
country, and that all candidates for office in 
Georgi shall place themselves squarely with 
the alliance on this policy.

PITTSBURG, April 1.—Col. Samuel MeCamant, |, 


and White Rivers, is to the effect that the peo- 
| ple there are in a deplorable condition and suf- 
fering. The water poured over the levees on 
all sides, and in three heurs tne Circle was filled 
even with the surface of the rivers, the water 
averaging eight feet deep. This occurred so 
suddenly that the people had no time to do 
anything. Their houses, stock, and everything 
else they owned were in the water and in some 
cases swept away before they had realized 
what had happened. 

The citizens of Helena sent the steamer 
Houston Coombs down there Jast Thursday as 
the relief boat to aid the people. A_ corr, 
spondent on board writes that when t 
steamer arrived at the Cirole a number of 
houses were found to have been blown off their 
blocks or stilts, and others were badly careened 
over into the water. People had been living 
in the lofts of some of the low houses, and 
when these Gareened they could only escape by 
knocking holes in the roof. 

Several people were biown into the water 
and swam to trees, Where they remained all 
of last Thureday night, and a number of cattle 
were blown from the levees and drowned. On 
Friday men went over the whole Circle in 
skifis and transferred people from trees and 
roofs to the ginhouses, which are generally 
large and substantial buildings. All these 
houses are now paeked with people, 200 per- 
sons being in some of them. The Houston 
Coombs brought but 130 people and 110 head 
of stock and took them to Helena, arriving 
there yesterday. 

When the Coombs came out of the Circle, the 
steamer Titan, with barges, was going i@, and 
itis thought that they can bring out all the re- 
maining stock and as many of the people as de- 
sire to getaway. Many ofthe planters in the 
Circle are utterly ruined, and the remainder 
have no seed to plant even should the waters 
subside in time to putin a erop. The suffering 
has been and will be great, and aid of all kinds 
will be necessary to carry the people through 
their affliction, 

NEW-ORLEANS, La., April 1.—The employes of 
the Mississippi Valley Road are still at work 
on the inclines at Nata, St. James Parish, 


trestling over the water, the ends of the Jevees 
holding splendidly. The police jury of &t. 
James held @ meeting to-day and decided to 
take up the work of closing the crevasse. They 
will begim werk to-morrow. The military en- 
gineers, however, are of the opinion that the 
crevasse cannot be closed until the water goes 
down and it is a waste of money to try to stop 
the flow of the water. 

Work was begun to-day on Live Oak Crevasse, 
Plaquemines Parish, and itis thought that the 
break will be closed inside of forty-eight hours. 
Assistant State Engineer Lewis returned from 
Bediord Levee, Madison Parish, this morning, 
and reports that the batteries in front of that 
levee have caved away for a distance of 400 
feet. Theriveris within seventy-tive feet of 
the levee, and the bank 18 caving rapidly. 

A ferce of 250 men is at work building a 
new levees behing the old one, and if they can 
get the pew work done before the old levee 
goes the parish will be safe, 





JEFF CHANDLER'S AMBITION. 


A CANDIDATE FOR THE SENATE AS 
A PROTECTION DEMOCRAT. 


Sr. Louis, April 1.—Jefferson Chandler to- 
night made a formal declaration of his candi- 
dacy as a protection Democratfor the seatin 
the United States Eenate now occupied by 
George G. Vest. Chandler is now the General 
Attorney of the Missouri, Arkansas and Texas 
Road, of whieh R. C. Kerenus is President. He 
and his friends have been earefully nursing. a 
little boom, and a call was gotten up for a pub- 
lic meeting. E. A. Noonan, Mayor of the city, 
headed the eall, and ameng the signatures were 


the names of many prominent Democrats 
known to be opposed to the Francis admin- 
istration of State attairs, 

The meeting was held to-night and there was 
abigerowd, Chandler made a very iong and 
Vigorous speech. He declared that the Demoe- 
racy has always been the great intellectual 
force of the country, and after a brief introduc- 
tion glorifying the party paid his respects to 
those who thought he had no right to aspire to 
aseat in the, Senate. Then ho touched upon 
the race problem, laying all the blame on the 
Republicans fer stirring up strife between the 
races in the South, 

On the tariff he deelared that the Democratic 
Party had pledged itself to reduce excessive 
tariff duties to the needs of the Government, 
but at the same time to keep in view the facet 
that Investments had been made and rates of 
wages had been fixed under certain ciroum- 
stances, and to reach such reduction through a 
method of preeeeding that would oecesion as 
little trouble to capital invested as possible; 
further, that reductions should be made to 
cheapen the necessaries of life rather than to 
reduco the cost of luxuries. 





BARRING OUT THRE TELEGRAPH. 

CuHIcaGO, April 1.—The Directors of the Board 
of Trade served notice yesterday on all the tel- 
egraph companies doing business on the Ex- 
change to remove their instruments, and the 
order was carried out at once. 

The Western Union, the Postal, and the Chi- 
eago aud Milwaukee lines were all represented 
there, and the discontinuance of the service on 
the floor of the board will, no deubt, be found 


a great inconvenience, if not a serious inter- 
ruption te business, until traders beeome ao- 
customed to the new order of things. All of 
the atatistical information and quotations trom 
outside points will be posted as usual, but the 
only employes of any telegraph lines that will 
be allowed on Change hereafter will be the 
messenger boys. ‘The officers of the board, in 
taking this step, are not only acting in strict 
conformity to the recent deeision of the 
courts, but are making heroio efforts to accom- 
plish that which in their opinion is for the gen- 
eral good of the board. It will cease te bea 
teeder to the bucket shops. 

For the present members will keep their cus- 
tomers posted as they can ag to the course of 
the market by private messages. 





THE CABLE ROAD STRAL. 

ALBANY, April 1.—There was a joint hearing this 
afternoon before the House and Senate Railroad 
Committees on the pill lately introduced by Mr. 
Brady of New-Yurk giving the New-York Cable 
Railway Company power to go ahead with its 
scheme to secure Control of over seventy miles of 
Now-York City streets. The fact that a hearing 
was to bo beld was not generally known. The com- 
mittee for some inexplicable reason kept the infor- 
mation carefully to itself, and therefore but few 
pean were present. George Bliss and ex-Sena- 
or Luke F. Cozans of New-York and ex-Senator 
Wilham B. Woodin of Auburn were there as 
friends of the cable scheme, but Mr. Bliss made the 
only argument in its behalf, Mr. Trull, who ap- 
peared in opposition, said: “I am here in be- 
haif of the surface railways of New-York, 
whose interests would be ruined if this bill 
should pass,” Continuing, Mr. Trnil said the 
cable schemers were after » Charter which would 
give them a prior right to routes now traversed 
by horse roads, ** Why should you ruin the capital 
invested in these roads by giving lifeto this un- 
holy combination?’ was his toncluding remark. 





A FOOL OFTEN ENOUGH. 
PiTTspuRG, April. 1.—Vice President J. Palmer 
O’Neil to-night made a determined effort to in- 
duce Jake Beckiey, the big first baseman and 
two-times deserter, to return to the Pittsburg 
National League Club. He first offered him 
$4,330 to play first base and Captain the team 


for the season. Beckley deelined, He was ad- 
monished that at 12 o’clock to-night he would 
be bleckballed if bo didn’t return, and then 
Mr. O'Neil offered him $5,000 for the seasop. 
Beckley wavered, but recovered himselt in time 
to say that he had already made a fool of him- 
self, and couldn’t afiord to repeat the experi- 
ment.

FRAUD AND FRHE FIGHTS. 


BOSS FERGUSON RUNS THE ELECTION AT 
NEW-UTRECHT. 


Spring eléctions were popular events in some 
New-York towns yesterday. New-Utrecht, L. 
L, had one made to order after approved ma- 
chine methods. Ifthe cunning hand ‘of Gov. 
David Bennett Hill had mapped out and 
directed the pregramme for the day, results 
could not have been more satisfactory froma 
partisan peint of view than they were. It is 
by no means certain that he did not direct the 
wires through his agents, for politicians of the 
dyed-in-the-wool stripe were in control from 
the opening of the polis until the close. 

The total number of votes reported cast was 
1,116. Of this number W. Bennett Wardell, 
the regular Democratic nominee for Justice of 
the Peace, got 654, and his opponent, James 
Dean, the nominees of the fusienisis, received 
462. The ring ticket, therefore, was carried by 
192 majority. There was slight variation in 
the results for Town Auditors. The riog candi- 
dates, J. Holmes Van Brunt, (one year.) Abram 
Lott, (two years,) and Henry Arens (three 
years) polled 642, 643, and 640 votes respect- 
ively, a8 against 473 for Otto Heinigke and 
Andrew Megeman and 474 for Charies Mehl. 

The election was held at the Tewn Hali on 
Eighty-sixth-street, away beyond the Brooklyn 
city line. 

The outeome was a foregone conclusion 
when the poils were opened yesterday. Boss 
Furgusen, the head Me the ring, had at the 
last Moment exerted his influence and was 
easily master of the situation. The entire town 
police force was not only on hand to intimi- 
date and work for the ring ticket, but scores 
of special policemen were there to vote. 
In addition to this phaianx the Sheriff of Kinzs 
County marched down a squad of deputies. ‘Lhe 
auti-ring faction was euenered out of repre- 
sentation to supervise the voting and this im- 
portant braneb of the day’s doings was con- 
ducted in a perfunctory and autocratic man- 
ner by Mesers, Church, Conrady, and Cowen- 
hoven, Justices of the Peace, in rull sympathy 
with the boss. 

The ring gang practically leased the only two 
Saloons in the Vicinity of the Town Hall, and 
disgraceful brawls and bioody fights were com- 
mon events through the day in consequence. 
In the afternoon there was a general fight in 
frovtof the Town Hall, participated'in by not 
less than fifty persons, ‘Che police did a goed 
deal of right and left clubbing, and arrested an 
inoffensive man named Burke. Two men had 
their scalps badly out. At dusk, just after the 
polls closed, there was a fight in the hall which 
quickly beeame general, and was finished im the 
road. As before, the uniformed police used 
their clubs, but this time refrained from mak- 
ing any arrests. The prisoner Byprke was re- 
leased after the erowd had dispersed. 

In Gravesend John Y. McKane had every- 
thing his own way. The opposition, the Burriil- 
ites, could muster only 167 votes for Burrill for 


Justice of the Peace. Kenneth F, Sutherland, 
the MoKane candidate, received 743 votes. 
MecKane aiso elected three Town Auditors by 
the same overwhelming vote. 

In Flatbush the only significant thing was the 
vote onthe question of annexation to the city, 
in favor of which only 38 ballots were cast, 
while 603 voted against such union. For Jus- 
tice of the Peace, Sweeney (Dem.) got 601, and 
Elliott (Rep.) 88. The Demoeratis Town Audit- 
ors were eiected by the same vete.

AN ELECTION THAT TURNED. MAINLY 
ON A SCHOOL QUESTION. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 1.—George W. Peck, 
the Democratic candidate for Mayor of this 
city, was elected to-day over Brown, the pres- 
ent Mayor and the Republican candidate, and 
with him the entire Democratie ticket. 

The campaign has been an unusually bitter 
one, and the significance of the eleetion lay in 
the fact that it afforded the first test of the 
popularity of the Bennett law. This measure 
was enacted by the last Legislature, which 
was Republiean, and signed by a Republic- 
an Governor. It is simply a compulsory 
education law, similar to those existing in 
other States, but one feature of it met with 
active opposition when it was before the Legis- 
lature and has been a fruitful. subject of dis- 
eussion since, This objectionable feature was 
found in the four lust words of the fifth 
section, the section reading: ‘‘No school 
shall be regarded as a school under this act uu- 
lees there shall be taught therein as part of the 
elementary education of children, reading, 
writing, arithmetie, and United States history 
io the English language.” There are a great 
many schools in the State in which the German 
language is used and that is particularly true of 
the paroehial institutions, 

Tho Catholic Church led the fight against the 
law, and in the election to-day fought for the 
Democrats, who in their platform declared in 
favor of the repeal of the measure. The Lu- 
theran Church tvok a like attitude, as did many 
Germpn Republicans. The latter argued that 
the law wasin the nature of sumptuary legis- 
lation, and was an entering wedge which would 
open the way for prohibition.- Theresult of the 
elestion to-day pany shows that in Milwau- 
kee, at least, the law is decidedly unpopular. 
It is believed that the election will have a 
marked effect upon the ceming State campaign, 
and that the Democrats will make the repeal of 
the law the leading issue in their struggle to 
earry the State. 





THE CAPE OCOD SHIP CANAL. 

SANDWICH, Mass., April 1.—Fredertcok A. Lock- 
wood of Beston, contractor of the Cape Cod 
Ship Canal, has transferred all his interest, in- 
cluding deeds, property, &¢., in the project, to 
Col. Thomas L. Livermore, 

It does not appear that the corporation has 
changed hands as yet, but that Quincy A. Shaw, 
who hag been financially interested with Mr. 
Lockwood, has appointed Col. Livermore his 
agent aud trustee, with full power to represent 
his interests in the eanal company. 

It is said this change has been brought about 
by the request of Mr. Lockwood, whose physical 
inability would not allow him to give the atten- 
tion demanded. Mr. Lockwood will retain all 
the interest he ever had in the canal, but the 


business will be done in the future through 
Livermere Instead of Lockwood. 





SWINDLING A LOTTERY. 

PestH, April 1.—Some time ago a conspiracy 
to defraud alottery company at Temesrar, Hun-. 
gary, was entered into by several persons, in 
cluding two officers of the company. The con- 
spirators succeeded in drawing a prize of 
1,000,000 florins, but they were afterward de- 
tected and arrested. Their trial, which has 
just taken place, resulted in their conviction, 
and Farkur, the holder of the ticket which drew 
the prize, and Szobovits and Puespocky, the 
officers of the company who were implicated in 
the plet, were each senteneed to eight years’ 

enal servitude. Frau Felkesy, whose dauga- 

er, disguised as a boy, drew the winning num- 
ber, Was sertenced to two years’ and Collector 
Hergatt to three years’ imprisonment. 





BROOM FAOTORIES TO SHUT DOWN, 

TRIBE'S Hit, N. Y., April 1.—In consequence 
of the brooms manufactured at the Aubura and 
Onondaga County prisons being sold at uch 
less than the market priee, the members of the 
Broom Manufacturers’ Association of the Mo- 
hawk Valiey say they cannot compete with 
these prices and consequently will ehut down 
their factories. For some time the factories 
have been run on half time. 





BESIEGED BY CANDIDATES.

THE LAW QUOTED IN VAIN 


LONG ISLAND OITY’S_ SCHOOL 
BOARD RECKLESS. 
COMMISSIONER PITCHER’S MANLY STAND 
AGAINST INDICTABLE OFFENSES 

LAUGHED AT. 


The Long Island City Sehool Board met last 
night for the first time since the decision of the 
State Superintendent of Public Institution 
in favor of School Principal Burdiek was 
announced. At leaat an hour was 
spent in reading the minutes of half 
@ dozen previous meetings, which had 
been neglected trom time to time, Then 
an effort was made to dispose of the pay rolls 
for the month of March, and a fact was re- 
vealed which had been published in Tom TIMES 
@ month ago, but which was received with pro- 
found astonishment by all the Commissioners. 

Miss Garrity, one ef the most enthusiastic 
and industrious of Mayor Gleason’s witnesses 
in his trumped-up case against Mr. Burdick, 
fills the place from which Miss Annie M. Law- 
ton was illegally expelled last December. At 
the first meeting in March peculiar efforts were 
made to reward her for the fidelity of her mem- 
ory under oath to Gleason’s interests without 
any authority given to the board, without pre- 
cedent, and directly contrary to the State law. 
A pay roll for the First Ward School was made 
out on tho basis of an $800 insteud of a $700 
salary for Miss Garrity. In other words, the pay 
roll gave her $80 instead of $70 for the month of 
February. It was known that Commissioner 
Pitcher would not bea party toany such illegal 
work, and so, in his sbsence, the pay rolls of all 
the schools were approved without reading, so 
that the crookedness might not be discovered, 
anda warrant for the $80 was given te the 
lucky teacher who had pleased the burly 
Mayor, a fact which THe Timxs did not fail to 
discover and record. 

Last night the payrollof the First Ward 
School aiso contained this item covering the 
surreptitiously raised salary of Miss Garrity, 
but as Mr. Pitcher was present it was not al- 
lowed to pass as before. He glanced quickly 
at the sneet before him ‘And then said 
siowly and emphaticaliy: *‘I see there is one 
teacher here whose saiary is $700 by resolu- 
tion of this board and who is to be paid $80 for 
one tenth of her year’s werk. I want to know 
who has increased her sulary and by what au- 
thority, if any, the change ia made?’ 

Chairman Kavanagh and the other members 
of the board appeared to be astonished. They 
seemed to have forgotten the unprecedented 
Way of rushing through the pay roils atthe 
firat meeting in March. Mr, Kavanagh said 
this must be an “inadvertence on the 
part of the Prineipal.’’ Mr. Pitcher respend- 
ed very drily that the same inadvertence oe- 
curred @ month before, and that a warrant had 
been drawn and the momey paid out for the 
month of February. As conspiracy to illegally 
expend city funds te an indictable offense, even 
when the party getting the money is a tavorite 
of the city’s Mayor, there was no objection to 
rectifying the “error,” by making Miss Gar- 
rity’s warrant $60 for the mentn of March. 

Commissioner Pitcher, however, having be- 
gun to point out violations of the law, aid not 
stop wiih the Garrity case. He said that en one 
of the pay rolls were the names of two substi- 
tutes who did not have certificates to teaeh. 
He stated that the law expressly prohibited 
the employmeast of such substitutes and made 
the members of the Beard liable in legal penai- 
ties for paying out money to them. 

President Kavanagh got up with fire in hia 
eye and s eombativeness in his utterance that 
boded il! for any man who dared to guote the 
laws of the State of New-York in such an as- 
sembiage. “If the Fourth of July weree m- 
ing on,” heexclaimed, “and I bad an order for 
2,000 botties of soda water,” (bottling is his 
business,) ‘‘and they were to pass a law at 
Albany to keep me from empleying any bottler 
that hado’t graduated and gota license up 
there, I'll tell you whatI[ weuld do. [ would 
employ all the men I could get, and I would 
stand at the door or my place with a pickaxe ana 
keep ’em out until the order was tilled. Then 
I would take the colséquences aiterward. 
That the way I am in favor of doing with the 
schools.” The board agreed with bim, laughed 
at Mr. Pitcher, detied the law, and paid the 
substitutes. 

A notice trom Mr. A. Hall Burdick in legal 
form was received anpouncing that he stvod 
ready to fulfil the duties of Principal of the 
First Ward School at auy time when the board 
should direct him te do so. A similar notice was 
received from Miss Lawton. Both were referred 
to the Corporation Counse! for advice. 

Then Lieut. Kavanagh proceeded in a less in- 
dictable form to earry out the instructions of 
Mayor Gleason that a reward of $100 per year 
should be given to his witness, Miss Garrity. 
He moved that her salary be raised from $700 
to $800, and the motion prevailed as a mat- 
ter of course. He kindly consented to let 
this increase take effeegonly from April 1, thus 
avoiding another violation of the law. After 
this he began arather rambling speeeh about 
the necessity of giving ‘‘Leng Island City 
girls’—an expression upon which he dwelt with 
earnest and affectionate unction—‘‘as good a 
show as those who were. imported from 
Susquehanna or Montgomery Ceunty.” Mr. 
Piteher cailea him to time again by 
quietly noting the fact that Mies Garrity, 
whose salary had just been raised, was not a 
**Long Island City girL.’? The Chairman went 
on to present aresolution for an exawminatien 
of the pay rolls by the Committee on Teachers 
with a view to a@ rearrangement ef salaries all 
reund. This was carried. It is understoed to 
be another scheme of Gleason’s to get even 
with his supposed enemies. 

The board has never, heretofore, had a eopy 
of the Sohool Code of the State of New-York. A 
bill ror such & volume was among those audited 
last night, but the book itself was not on hand. 
The meeting adjourned as usual, “subject to 
the call of the Chair.” ;

The axed couple received the congratu- 
lations of their children and many friends, and 
entertained them in handsome style. The re- 
eeption, while very elegant, was very quiet, and 
the guests were confined to the relatives and 
the ciose friends of the family. Dr. and Mrs. 
Green have received congratulatory telegrams 
from friends in all parts of the country. 

Dr. Green is probably one of the best-known 
men in the country, on accowht of his aes 
as President of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company.

WOMEN AT THE POLLS. 


ELECTIONS IN KANSAS WITH PRACTICAL 
FEMALE SUFFRAGE, 


TopeKa, Kan., April 1.—Elections were held in 
Kansas to-day in sixty cities of the first, second, 
and third class for Councilmen and members of 
the School Boards. In nearly all the cities no 
political lines were drawn and the battles 
were fought on purely local issues, The 
only interest attached to the elections was the 
exec se of the suffrage by the women, who are 
permitted, under the laws of Kansas, to vote 
for city officers and meimbers of the Sch6ol 
Board. 

The women at Manhattan two years ago 

aptured all the city offices, and since that time 
women have administered all the depariments 
of the City Government, from the Mayor down 


through the Council to the janitership of the 
City Hall The women had another ticket in, 
the fleid to-day, and the prospects are that it 
was elected over the three other tickets, They 
had control of all the election machinery, hav- 
ing appointed women judges and clerks of elec- 
ons at ali the precincts. 

At Leavenworth interest in the election cen- 
tread in the candidacy of Mrs, H. D. Cushing, who 
ran for the Council on the Republican nomina- 
tion. Women were also candidates for the School 
Board in three wards, having been nominated 
by the Republicans. Something over six hun- 
dred women were registered, but not over half of 
them went tothe polls. The Democrats ran a 
straight male ticket, and it was elected with 
the exception of the candidate from the First 
Ward for Council, who was defeated by Charies 
Salinge, Republican. All the women candi- 
dates were de eated. 

At Emporia the women were worked ap to 
the highest pitoh of political excitement over 
the candidacy of Mrs. Jackson for re-election 
as a member ofthe Schoo! Board. The regis- 
tration ef women was 50 per cent. larger than 
@ year ago, and 687 were eprolled on the poll 
books. Mostofthem voted is support of Mrs. 
Jackson. ‘he issue was made on tue proposi- 
tion of the opposition to Mrs. Jackson to reduce 
the salaries of schooi teachers in the interest of 
economy. Mrs. Jackson’s platform was * Good 
salaries for good teachers.” The returns at 9 
o’clock indicate Mrs. Jaskson’s re-election. 

At Topeka about 750 women were registered, 
but less than balf that number cast their votes. 
They had no candidates in the tield and were 
not directly interested in the election, the is- 
gues involved being local to the various wards. 

The women of Atebison had three candidates 
in the field for election to the School Board. 
They made no issue beyond that of the right of 
women to equal representation on the board 
withthe men. LHarly returns indicate that they 
were all unsuccessful ani that the straight Re- 
publican ticket was victorious, 

Six hundred and more women were registered 
at Wichita. About three hundred of them rvot- 
ed. The election there wasa very quiet une, 
ne general issue being Involved. ‘ihe ladies 
nad no candidates in the field. Returns at this 
hour indicate the election of an equal number 
of Democrats and Republicans.

KENTUCKY CYCLONE. 


DEATH AND DESTRUCTION REPORTED 
FROM DIFFERENT QUARTERS. 


LOUISVILLE, April 1.—A special from Glasgow, 
Ky., says: **The news just received from the 
lower part of this and Allen Countiesis that the 
tornado of Thursday night did immense damage 
in that section. For ten miles beyond Barren 
River and five miles on this side, a total of 
fifteen miles, the stormswept everything before 
it, its track extending in width from 500 yards 
in some places to a half wile in others. It 
seems to have hugged the ground closely, and 
did not leave a house or tree standing in its 
course. So far as can be learned here now An- 
drew Winn’s house in Allen County was leveled 
to the ground and his wife was killed; George 
Carver’s house was wrecked and his wife killed; 
a child of Jack Green waskilled; Samuel White, 
his wife, and son, were crippled. White had a 
fruit farm containing fifty acres and a large 
number of beehives, and every tree was blown 
down and every hive carried away. 

**Joe Bush's house in Barreu Geunty was just 
on the edge of the tornado and was unroofed, 
while Aionzo Whitney’s house near vy was com- 
pletely demolished, as was also William But- 
ton’s, Seventeen livesin ail are said to have 
been lost in Allen County, but their names can- 
not be learned except as above ziveu. Dwell- 
ings, barns, timber, and fences Were destroyed, 
and the money loss will be heavy.” 

A special from Litehfield, Ky., says: ‘‘ News 
of damage dene in theextreme northwestern 

art of this county and southern part of Breck- 

nridge County by the recent storm has just 
reached here. At Falls of Rough several houses 
and smali bridges were blown down and Mrs. 
Tom Edwards was killed. Mrs. Edwards’s hus- 
band was drowned trom a raft of logs at Spotts- 
Ville Bridge on Green River only a week or ten 
days ago. At MoDaniel’s eight or ten houses were 
more or less damaged, and the wife of Mr. Jobn 
Jarbse, a merchant of that place, was kilied 
outright by the ehininey being blown over and 
crushing through the roof. Two children of 
Mr. John Tueker are reported killed and sev- 
eral other persons more omiess agp od 

Near Hartford, Ky., in the path of the storm, 
was the Gidcombe homestead. Mr. Gidcombe, 
Sr., bad gone to Evansville on a raft of saw- 
logs. His son, aged twenty-two, and a daugh- 
ter, aged seventeen, were killed outright by be- 
ing crushed by stonea from the falling chimney. 
Two others of the family were slightly injured, 
but Mra. Gidcombe escaped death by a miracle. 
The heavy stone chimney was blown over on 
the house, eaving in the roof next to it and car- 
rying the upper floor with it. There was an old- 
fashioned loom on the upper floor, andit crushed 
through with the falling chimney and complete- 
ly inclosed Mrs. Gidcombe tinder it, its massive 
frame being steut enough to hold the roof ana 
faliing chimney from grinding her to death. 

‘rhe sun came out bright this morning 
and has been shining all aay. The ruins 
dried off rapidly, and the werk of repair- 
ing the damage by the tornado has gone 
forward energetically. The work of relief 
is now preceeding systematically. A halt 
dozen clerks are kept busy taking the state- 
ments of those in need, another pays out the 
necessary sums of money, and still another 
records both the name of the applicant and the 
ameunt pald out. 





BUILDERS OW. STRIKE. 

NYACE, April1.—The carpenters and joiners 
of this place, with the exception of those em- 
ployed by one builder, stopped work this morn- 
ing, and nearly all building in this community 
has ceased for the present. The Brotherhood 
of Carpenters and Builders some time ago 
issued notices that, beginning April 1, nine 
hours should constitate a day’s work five days 
in a week, and on Saturdays eight hours, the 
pay to be $2 75 perday. § 

One of the builders, George Folgers, has con- 
ceded the demands of the Brotherhood, and bis 
men are at work. The other builders have as 
yet taken no definite action. One of the most 
prominent of them said to-day that he thought 
the demands unwise and unfair at this season, 
and that the builders could not afford at present 
to come to their terms.

THE JERSEY CITY FRAUDS 


JUDGE KNAPP’S ABLE CHARGE 
TO THE GRAND JUEY. 
WORK OF THE REGISTRY BOARDS—FIC- 
TITIOUS NAMES ON THE LISTS— 

MONKY IN THE CAMPAIGN. 


While Judge Knapp at the Court House in 
Jersey City yesterday morning,was laying 
down the law “and the facts which showed 
many of the election officers of Hudson County 
to be criminals these same election officers were 
1m session as Boards of Registry for the Spring 
election. They had before them the registry 
lists of last Fall, anilit was generally under- 
stood that they were copying the names, fraud- 
ulent and genuine alike, into the registry books 
for use next Tuesday. 

When citizens wept to see if they were regis- 
tered the election officers generaliy assured 
them that they were and that it was useless to 
look. Some citizens were satisfied with the as- 
surance, but others insisted on looking for 
themselves. Ft will not be surprising if some 
of those who took the election officers’ word for 
it will find next Tuesday that they were lied to 
or that if their names were ever registered they 
were afterward erased. 

That tie ringsters have been upto that sort 
of trickery was shown by @ notabie instance in 
the Fourth District last Fall. Joseph Hammis, 
a Democrat, announced himself for the Re- 
publican nominees for Assentblyman and Free- 
holder. He was told on both registry days by 
the election officers that his name was entered 
ali right. Butonelection day they told him 
be was not registered and could not vote. He 


went to Corporation Counsel Edwards abeut it 
abd gota letter to the election officers saying 
that if they were satisfied that he was entitied 
to vote to let him vote. Such a letter, of course, 
meant nothing, and Mr. Hammis did not vote. 

The insincerity of the claim set up by the 
ring Board of Aldermen that, having elected 
the tainted electiun olfticers of last Fall for a 
year, they were forced by law to commission 
them to serve at the approaching charter eleo- 
tion was brought forcibly te public notice yes- 
terday. In the Il welfth Precinct of the Second 
District P. J. Manning, William Batier, J. J. 
Quinn, Democrats, and E. J. Davis, a Repub- 
lican, composed the Election Board jast Fall 
The Aldermanic tines of this Spring are the 
same as the Assembly lines of last Fall, and, in 
their own reasoning, the ring Aldermen had no 
choice but to reappoint them for service next 
Tuesday. But bavis, who is a clerk in ex- 
Justice Seymour's office and an active Repub- 
lican, was distasteful to them, and so the 
Elestion Board in that precinct was completely 
overhauled. 
mJohn Docherty, William McAnally, and John 
Norton were appointed in place of Davis, But- 
ler, ani Manning, and Quinn, who Is a faithful 
servitor of the ring, was the only one retarnea. 
There is not a single Republican on that pre- 
cinct board now. Every man appointed at the 
recent meeting of the Aldermen 1s a Democrat. 
Mr. Davis went to the piace of registry and de- 
mandeé that he be allowed to perform hia 
duties, but he was turned away. If the Board 
of Aldermen hada right to change the officers 
in this precincts they had the right to change 
them in every precinct in the city. Their ac- 
tion in this instance is proof that they merely 
asserted the law as a convenient cover for their 
scheme to man the polling places with the ras- 
cale who rendered them sueh signal service 
last Fall. 

The election boards are supposed to include 
three Democrats and one Republican. In some 
instanbes it was found laet Fall thet the Repub- 
lican was merely a tool of the ring. It is now 
found that in some of the worst precinets the 
election boards conaist of four Democrats each. 
Thus in the First Precinct of the First District, 
where l46apparently fraudulent ballots were 
found in the box by the Senate committee, the 
election board now consists of Jacob Moschell, 
J. Thomas De Raney, James Hart, and Thomas 
Fallon, ail Democrats. in what was the Ninth 
Precinetof the First Distriet last Fall, now 
transferred to the Second Aldermanie District, 
the eleetion officers are William Howe, Michael 
Kelly, and two others named Nugent and 
Sammons—xs!1 Democrats. In the notorious 
bathhouse precinct, the Seventh of the Second 
District, where the Senate committee’s investi- 
gation indicated at least 105 fraudulent ballots 
went into the vox, the election officers are J. B. 
Eagan, Patrick McGrath, C. 8. Dolan—all Dem- 
ocrats—and a fotirth Democrat named by the 
Board of Aldermen a week ago to take the place 
of John Stumpf, (Republican,) resigned. 

It is the natural inference that these boards 
are “fixed” for fraudulent work. Bats at least 
forewarned should be forearmed. The Repub- 
lican .City Committee has a sub-committee 
ereated to look after these things, and it is ex- 
pected to do something effectual between now 
and Tuesday. Already many of the fraudulent 
names on the registry have been traced out, 
and a move to have them expunged, or arrange- 
ments for challenging persous who attempt to 
vote on these names, ought to be successfully 
earried out. 

The tracing out of these fraudulent names hat 
been a big task, but great energy and persever-: 
anee has been showninit. Theright sort of 
men seem to have hold of it. The result is that 
honest opponents of the ring in various pre- 
cinets are now receiving slips containing fraad- 
ulent names, or names that were fraudulently 
used. The voting from tugboats was a favorite 
method of cheating. It is found, for instance, 
that eight men voted who gave the tug Edwarda 
as their residence. Tie full crew of that tug ie 
feur men, so that four of those votes must have 
been fraudulent. John Olmstead was set down 
as haying voted from w tug he had hardly been 
on in fifteen years. Frauds of these kinds in 
great numbers have been found, and measures 
will be taken to prevent them on Tuesday. 

Tne impression has gone out that the ojd and 
familiar methods of fraud will not be gv .erally 
resorted to this Spring for prudentig’ reasona. 
Instead of “ joker” ballots and false? vunts and 
methods of that sort, of whieh the ballot 
themselves afterward furnish evidenc 
ring Will this Spring contine itself to repeatiug 
and buying, crimes which @re Dot so easily 
traced. It is of course impossible to kuow, but 
the statement seems probabie. It is partly 
borné out vy the assertions of heavy assesa- 
ments on all city employes. A TIMES reporter 
was some time ago told that these assessments 
amounted to 2149 per cent. on ali salaries. [¢ 
hae since,been stated that the assessment was 5 
per cent. 

According to figures given in THE TIMES last 
week the city pay roll, recognized and ad- 
mitted, was $606,634. It is believed that many 
persons have been put on the pay roll whose 
salaries add to these ficures. The stree 
laborers, put on expressly for election, o 
course add to it, and no doubt they pay their 
assessments. But a salary list amounting to 
$600,000 would yield, under a 249 per cent. 
assessment, $15,000, and under a 5 per cent. 
assessment, $30,000. The larger sum would 
be $5,000 for each Aldermanic district, anda 
nearly $350 to a precinct. Last Fall, ring wit- 
nesses have testified, each precinct got an aver- 
age of $25. With fourteen times as much 
money, of course a good deal of execution could 
be done. But there, again, the vigilance of the 
enemies of the ring Is needed. There is nea 
doubt that vigilance could make bripery aa 
dangerous as any other ferm of crime. 

Tne committee appointed by tne Republican 
City Committee last Friday night to confer 
with a committee from the ring Democratic 
City Committee on “the Daliot-box frauds” 
met at the office of Collins & Corbin yesterday. 
The conference was proposed vy the ringsters, 
evidently for the purpose of a bluff. Those per- 
sons would assume a virtue, though they have 
it not. The Republican committee sent the 
Tingstera word of the meeting, and asked them 
to appear, but they repiied, vonteoning thecon- 
ference untii to-morrow. hat sort of tack 
they will then take no one knows. The Repab- 
licans can hardly do less than assert that the 
first step toward preventing ballot-box frauds 
will be to dismiss the swindling election officers 
of last. Fall. But what their proposals will be 
has not been stated. 

An e6videnee that the campaign against the 
Ting is taking more and more the torm of a 
citizens’ movement was furnished by the action 
of the Jeffersonian Democracy in indorsing Mr. 
Perkins for Mayor. A delegation from the or- 
ganization called on the Mayor at his residence 
last evening and informed him of their deter- 
mination.

JUDGE KNAPP TO THE GRAND JURY. 

The Hudson County (N. J.) Court House was 

filled with spectators at 10:28 yesterday morn- 

ing, When Judge Knapp took his seat atid opened 

the court. Immediately afterward the Grand 

Jury marched in with Sheriff Davis at its head. 





| Juryman.John Crueius, who is one of the own- 














——— 





ers of the Guttenberg Race Track and a liquor 
dealer, was absent because of illness, The 
court excused him and the jury was sworn, 
Dr. L. J. Gordon, President of the Board of 
Health, is foreman. He has served on a num 
ber of Grand Juries before and was foreman of 
the last jury but one. 

Judes Knapp began his eharge by referring 
to the charges against inmates of the county 


jail, and against a number of persons who are 
out on bail, - Following these reterences he said: 


“ ‘There is another matter of importance which I 
wish to bring to your attention. An investigation 
has heed oing on ia the Senate that discloses un- 
usu and extensive frauds at the Fall election, of 
sucha character, seemingly, as could not have 
been merely incidental. The last Grand Jury would 
have considered this matter it the disclosures had 
been made in time, but while that nb was in sos- 
sion the ballot boxes were in the h ) of the Sen- 
ate committe and were nol outesns ) She Jury, 
The Senate’s investigation is not finished yet, bu 
ao much has been developed that the evidence prop- 
erly falls within the deliberations of this Grand 
The contents of the ballot boxes were taken 
put, and the ballots are in the possession of 
the Senate, but they can be used by this jary when. 
bver the toreman asks for them, All t © informe 
tion, therefore, is before you, and your duty is 
It 1s unnecessary for me to speak in detail 
of the character of these frauds, I have examined 
the matter with some degree of Gare, and the re- 
sults certainly warrant the popular optery of in- 
dignation. In some precincts there are clear evi- 
dences of irregularities, and in others equally olear 
spvidences of fraud, such as could not have existed 
without the complicity of those acting as judges. 
Phe Senate in its investigations has carefully 
counted all the ballots, and a great many descrip- 
tions of fraud are revealed, Not casual irregularity, 
but premeditated fraud. 

“Jn the Ninth Precinot of the First District the: 
returns show tor one candidate 611 votes and for 
the other 10. The Senate’s investigations show 
for the first candidate 471 votes, and for the second 
84. In this inatance there were anumber of loose 
ballots in the bottom of the box, snd in another in- 
stance as many as 43 were found. In this district 
Bndin others the poll books and the registration 
lists show a startling disagreement. In many 
cases the ballots on the string did not agree with 
the names on the poll books, In one-third of the 
precincts ballots were found of snialler mee than 
those prescribed, and in seyen of these instances 
more than a hundred smaller ones were counted. 
The number of smaller baliota on the strings 
amounted to 1,500, not one of which had the stamps 
of the mill northe box stamp. In two precincts of 
Hoboken there were ballots found stamped with 
an entirely different stamp from the others. 

“TI willeall your attention toa few instances as 
illustrating the matters of which I have spoken. 
Of the 264 names on the poll books of the First Pre- 
cinst of the First District 20 are not on the regis- 
tration lists and 109 are different from those on the 
registration lists im initials, resiaences, dc, Names 
were found oa the registration indicating that six, 
eight, or ten voters lived in the same house, and in 
many cases the names were thoge of dead persons. 
On the registration lists 512 names were checked 
as having voted, yet the certificate signed by the 
judges states that 504 votes were cast. In this 
precinct 146 of the smaller ballots were counted. 

“In the Second Precinct of the First District the 
numper of names on the poll books wag 297, 
while the strings contain 291. Investigations 
made outside of these books disclose the fact that 
40 persons voted fraudulently. In the Third Pre. 
cinct of the First District no poll books have been 
found, The registration lists show 602 names, 402 
of which are checked as voting. The string oon- 
tains 447 ballots, 176 0f which are of the smalier 
variety. In the numbers stamped on the backs of 
the ballots those from 93 to 104 are omitted. 

“Yon will find gentlemen, that the instances [ 
have cited develop the fact that the fraudulent 
votes run wellinto the thousanas. Nothing can be 
said that will too strongly impress on your minds 
the importance of ferreting out the promoters of 

hese frands. It is not the design of the court to 
deliver a lecture on public policy. You understand 
as wellas Ido that purity of elections is the very 
basis of our system of government. Where men 
are selected to make our laws and administer our 
affairs it is of the highest importance that they 
should owe their offices to strictiv decent political 
methods. What is the use of voting if the polis are to 
be desecrated? What has become of your Govern- 
ment? How can an honest man gv to the polls and 
vote with any confidence?! It is folly to talk abont 
pure bsing a Government for the people when the 
ablic 1s defrauded by a lot of self-appointed men, 
ft isa violation of common law and every other 
kind of law, and the public demand that you inves- 
tigate it, uniess it is to be promulgated to the 
world that Hudson County has no law and is gov- 
erned by fraud. 

“People ask why the courts no not enforce the 
law. it 18 not the faultof thecourt, bat of the 
Grand Jury. The law demands that every indict- 
ment shall pass the ordeal of your investigation. 
The court has nothing to do with you, nor with 
your selection. {he court cannot compel an in- 
fictment. If the Grand Jurv fails to do it, it is 
their fault and the public should know it. This 
matter of pool selling has been brought before very 
many Grand Juries without resuits. It has ast- 
tated the public a very long time. These pool sell- 
ers are notoriously aggregated together in large 
numbers, and everybody Knows it except the Grand 


plain. 


Jury. These lawbreakers abound every where, and 
In some instances they receive protection, from 
—whom? It is yourduty iofind out. Un the 


Grand Jury acts in these cases every law can 
be violated. That pools exist is, no secret. 
and there can be no more demoralizing spectacle 
than to have on the statute book a law of any sort 
that is set aside through the instrumentality of 
those selected for its enforcement. Where will 
this sort of thing end? The protection of one sort 
pf criminals only leads to another, until we have a 
Government where all sorts of criminalities are 
telerated. 

‘fn conclusion I will say that the people are 
deeply interested in vour deliberations. The re. 
lations that exist between you and your duty have 
no right to recognize fear, favor, or affection. The 
course dictated by the oaths you have taken is the 
only course you can pursue.” : 

At the conclusion of the Judge’s remarks 
Foreman Gordon asked the court a very sig- 
nificant question which caused no little com- 
ment throughout the room. He said he thought 
the jury fully recognized its responsibility, but 
he desired to know whether thé jury, in {ts de- 
liberations, was to confine itself tothe papers 
and intormations furnished by the Prosecuting 
Attorney, or was it to seégure information 
throughout the oounty on its own rasponsibil- 
ity. Judge Knapp’s reply was equaliy signifi- 
cant. “That is your duty,” he said, ‘and you 
have taken the oath to make diligent inquiry, 
You are to make your own investigations, and 
not Wait for the action of the State’s authori- 
ties.”’ 

Gen. Grubb, whose recent Gubernatorial as- 
pirations were affected by the Hudson County 
frauds, came from his home at Edgewater 
Park to hear Judge Knapp’s charge. He said 
to a TIMES reporter that it was one of the 
strongest charges he had ever heard, and he did 
not se6 how the Grand Jury could avoid bring- 
ing some indictments against the men who com- 
mitted the frauds. He thought thatif an ex- 
ample were made of the notorious ringsters of 
Hudson County, it woulda have a wholesome 
effect upon the purity of succeeding elections 
throughout the State,

YALE IS NOT SATISFIED 


OBJEOTIONS TO HARVARD'S 
PROPOSITIONS. « 
PRINCIPAL POINTS IN THE REPORT OF 
THE CONFERENCE COMMITTEE ON 
GENERAL ATHLETICS. 


New-HaveEN, April 1—The report of the 
Yale Oonference Committee on General Ath- 
letics, to be submityed to the University meet- 
ing April 11, is signed by Walter O. Camp, Class 
of ’80, and John D. Jackson, Class of '90. The 
reasons why an agreement was not reached with 
Harvara at the conferences in Springfield and 
New-York are given at length. The attitude of 
the two universities toward other colleges is 
not referred to. 

The failure to reach a settlement is ascribed 
to restrictions imposed by the Haryard Athlet- 


o Committee—in other words, the Harvard 
acuity. The most important portions of the 
report are as follows: 


“The Harvard committee could only proposé.gnch 
arrangements as the Harvard Athietic Com ee 
haa room prenee. and your committee was, there- 
tore, obliged either to accept or reject them. The 
points upon which the Harvard Athietio Clab in- 
sisted were, aa stated in the letter of the Chairman 
of the Harvard Athletic Clab, the following: 

“(1) That beginning not later than 1892, member- 

ship in university teams be confined to members 
of the co! egos and sptegtise schools, whether can- 
didates for the A. B. or B, S, degree or special stu- 
gee; (2) that some effective provision be maie 
football, 
, the Tequsite age and character to enforce 
the rales; (8) that the disqualification of a 
member of a footbal]) team for rough play ia 
Violation of she rules shall give the opposing team 
acertsin number of points; (4) that there be two 
football games annually, of which one shall be in 
Cambridge; (5) that distinot provisions be made 
for the submission of lists of players and substi. 
tutes of the teams, and for the settlement of con- 
troversies as to eligibility a reasonable time before 
the opening of the athletic seagon; (6) that with 
the ree tion of the boat race and the football game 
in New-York, all contests between the two uni- 
werestiee be on the home grounds of one or the 
other. 

“There may have been others, but your committee 
regarded the remainder as for the most part accepta- 
ble, and hence no questions arose concerning them, 
Your committee is convinced from the thorough 
discussion it has had with the Harvard com- 
mittee that a general arrantrement to govern ath- 
letic contests Detween the two universities is ox- 
tremely desirable and will eliminate many of the 
unpleasent difficulties now ck petionses in arrang- 
ing such contests. They would suggest, however, 
that there be as few innovations as possible, none, 
in fact, ape such as are imperatively de- 








manded to ec known abuses, The aim 
i stability rather than experiment, and 
that each side be left as absolutely free 


as possible to follow out its own methods of prep- 
aration, for these contests. In our opinion, any 
action that should admit of what has proved a \oop- 
hole fer gach queasenstlc practices asthe admis- 
sion of special students without thorough guar- 
antes, would be unafivisable in the interest of the 
tuture welfare of athletic sports. 
** We also consider a single football gamein New- 
York for the pest interest of “rue sport, as well as 
the most satisfactory settlement of the merits of 
the two teams, Finally, we believe that, if the four 
baseball games resultin a tie, only neutral grounds 
would give each nino a fair chnnce to prove its su- 
periority.”’ 
The committee states further that, while the 
conference in New-York was in progress, & com- 
munication was received by the Yale commit- 
tee presenting a form of agreement drawn up 
by graduates of both universities and submitted 
maspirit of hearty co-operation in a move- 
ent promising to be of benefit to the athletic 
interests of both universities, The purport of 
this communication the committee ts unwilling 
‘to make public until the university meeting. 
This much is knowa as to the plan proposed. It 
does not materially change the present regula- 
tions of the various sports. It 406s not go into 
the minor details like, for example, the section 
in Harvard’s plan about umpires. Itis adverse 
in its spirit to the provisions already submitted 
by Harvard ooncerning special students, a 
one which Yale stands firm on. It will not 
nsist on playing the tie game of baseball on 
one of the two home grounds, a proposition 
which Yale considers as very impracticable and 
unreasonable, , 

Yale willreruse any proposition that attempts, 
as the section concerning football in the plan 
submitted by Harvard, to construe New-York 
as Yale territory; she will also do her utmost 
to bring about the playing of the great annual 
football game at New-York, where conditions 
are most favorable for a fair test of strength. 
The institution of two football games annually 
with Harvard is looked upon with decided dis- 
favor by the members of the committee and 
Yale athletesin general. The holding of two 
boat races would be regarded as just as reason- 
able. Tho outcome of the whole matter proba- 
*bly will be that Harvard having now submitted 
two plans which were unsatisfactory to Yale 
men, Yale will send back a counter-proposal 
which may result in a permanrnt all-around 
athietic arrangement between the two univer- 
sities. Until this is brought about the contests 
between the two must continue under special 
arrangements for each contest. 


REVENGE ON AN INFORMER, 


THIEF ROCK ATTACKS GILMARTIN IN 
THE PRISONERS’ PEN. 


Edward Rock, one of the five thieves con- 
eerned in the larceny of the two silver 
bricks whieh were lost from a truck while 
being carried from the American Exchange 
Bank to the Ounard Wharf, was convicted of 
grand larceny in the Court of General sessions, 
before Recorder Smyth, yesterday. The bricks 
were worth $1,800, and were the property of 
Zimmerman & Foshay, the bankers. 

The bricks were taken by Rock and his som- 

anions to William Gilmartin’s junk shop, on 

Yashinzton-street, and sold for solder. By 
reading the newspapers they discovered that 
the bricks were silver. They then induced Gil- 
martin to join in their scheme to sellt he silver 
It was bought by Cmarles Seaten, who was re- 
cently sent to State prison for receiving stolen 
goods and who is a noted fenee. 

Gilmartin turned State’sa evidence and told of 
their taking the st to Seaton. He has had 
reason to regret his action. Since he testified 
in the Seaton case he has been reviled and og 
upon by the horcae of thieves in the Tombs. 
At the trial of Rock yesterday the defend- 
antand Gilmartin were put in the prison pen 
together. Rock, after the jury eonvicted him, 
was taken back to the pen. He had not been 
there long before he seized a temate can, which 
was useiias a drinking cup for the prisoners, 
and made a lunge at Gilmartin, cutting his faee 
terribly with the edge of the can. One eye was 
nearly gouged out. Gilmartin was hurried to 
the Chambers-Street Hospital. wher: hia wound 
was attended to. He will be disfigured for life. 
Rock will be brought up for sentence on Thurs- 
day, and it 1s possible that he will be tried on a 
new charge of assault with intent to kill, At 
all events, he is good for twenty years in State 
priaon. 

When Seaton was tried, two months age, there 
was the same feeling against Gilmartin, but 
Oapt. Lindsay of the court squad in Part I. 
carefully kept him away from the other pris- 
oners. The trial yesterday was in Part III. 
Recorder Smyth will investigate the matter be- 
fore sentencing Rook. 














FOR JUDGE NEHRBAS’S FAMILY.

A BUSY DAY IN BOTH HOUSES—THE 
BALLOT-REFORM BILL. 


TRENTON, N. J., April 1.—The dootors of New 
Jersey aro happy over the passage of their bill 
creating a State Board ot Medical Examiners, 
The bill, as originally introduced by Mr, 
Kalish, Democrat, of Essex, made the board 
entirely of allopaths. The homeopaths raised 
such & howl over it that it was defeated in the 
House last week. It was recommitted and 
amended in order to give recognition to the 
protesting schoo}, and in that shape passed the 
Assembly last night by a vote of 45 to 0. - 

The act establishes a State Board, to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, to consist of nine 
members—five allopaths, three homeopaths, 
and one eclectic. They are to grant certificates 
to practice to resident physicians, and, so that 
each school may be protected as far as possi- 
ble, a two-thirds vote of the board is required 
to pass an applicant. This provision makes it 
impossible for any one school in the board to 
license a physician without the aid of one or 
re) members representing the other schools. 

fan applicant is refused a license, he may ap- 
peal to the Governor, who shall appoint a 
special board of three, one of each school, to re- 
view the matter. 

Dr. William P. Watson of Jersey City, who 
was especially active in pushing the bill through 
the House, is convinced that the concession 
made in it tothe homeopathic school is a lib- 
eral one. He says that there are over two 
thousand practitioners of the allopathic school 
in the State, and only six hundred of the home- 
opathic. The bill has yet to pass the Senate. 
Fears are entertained that it may encounter 
some breakers there. 

The Joint Committee on Farmers’ Grievances 
met this morning and indorsed the Anti-Dis- 
crimination bill, which Mr. Klotz, Democrat, of 
Somerset, introdueed last week. It is nearly a 
fac simile of the Wisconsin law. The clause re- 
lating to milk transportation has been s0 
amended as to require each railroad to be cited 
before the commission provided for in the bill 
pefore the rates are fixed. 

Several important bilis looking to the Increase 
of the State’s revenue were introduced in the 
House. One provides that every telegraph, tel- 
ephone, cable, and express company in the 
State shall pay a tax of 2 percent. upon its gross 
receipts as reported to the State Board of Asses- 
sors; every horse railroad company, one-half of 
1 per cent. upon its gross receipts; every trust, 
pene tiage, See or guaranteeing company and 
every State banking company, one-half of 1 
per cent. upon the amount of its deposits; 
every oil and pipe line company eight-tenths of 
1 per cent. upon its gross receipts; every insur- 
ance company other than life, 1 per cent. upon 
the gross amount of its premiums; every do- 
mestic life insurance company, a franchise tax 
of 1 per cent, upon its surplus on Deo. 31 pre- 
ceding the time of payment of taxes, and 4 per 
cent, Interest; every foreign life insurance 
company, 2 per cent. on the amount of premiums 
collected during the year from residents of the 
State; every parlor, palace, or sleeping car 
company, 5 per cent, upon its gross receipts, 
and all other corporations incorporated under 
the laws of the State a yearly license fee or tax 
of one-tenth of 1 per cent. on the canital stock 
thereof. A refusal tocomply with the provis- 
edn of this act forfeits the articles of incorpo- 
ration.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—Senator Edmunds and 
the Republican majority of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee have succeeded in saddling Charles 
Swayne and Joseph N. Stripling upon the 
people of Flerida, the former as District Judge 
and the latter as District Attorney, It has 
been a long and earnest contest, and the final 
struggle to-day took up over five hours’ time, 

Mr. Edmunds had been warned by past ex- 

rience that it would be wise to take up the 

lorida cases early in the day if he wanted to 
get through with them, and he called for a atar 
chamber slitting before 1 o’olock, The usual 
precautions were taken to insure against any 
inkling of the star chamber proceedings reach- 
ing the public, who are not regarded by Sena 
tors as having any right to know what they do 
behind the closed doors of the Senate Chamber. 
Then the debate over the qualifications of 
Swayne and Stripling was reaumed. 

Messra. Pasco and Vall made additional argu- 
ments to those already submitted against con- 
firming the nominees. To-day’s debate, how- 
ever, was chiefly on the part of members of the 
Judiciary Committee, the Republicans, led by 
Mr. Eimunds, defending the nominees, and the 
Democrats, headed by Mr, Vest, urging their 
rejection, The Vermont Senator heid the Re- 
publicans in the Chamber when they wanted to 
adjuurp for dinner, and he saw to it that they 
defeated motions to recommit the nominations 
of Swayne and Stripling to the committee and 
to adjourn without action, Finally the Demo- 
cratio Senators gave up any further attempts 
to delay avtion, aud, by the votes of tne 

ublicans, the two nominees were contirmed, 

r. Edmunds smiled grimly and allowed the 
secret sitting to come to an end at 6 o’olock.

It will probably be several days before the 
findings of the McCalla Court of Inquiry are 
made public, Secretary Tracy has made no 
attempt to go 4 bh the voluminous papers 
in the case, but has turned them over to Judge 
Advocate General Remey, who, with his as- 
sistante, Lieut W. H, Stayton and Lieut.

In the House to-day Mr. Walker of Massa- 
chusetts introduced a bill to establish a na- 
tional banking code. It requires the deposit of 
greenbacks, coin, and coin certificates for the 
circulation to the amount of 10 per cent, 
of their capital for banks of a capital 
of $250,000 or less. The banks have 
& right to issue currency notes, in 
addition to the 10 per cent. they are required 
to take from the Governmvenut to the amount of 
their coin and certiticuie reserve, but at all 
times 20 per cent, of the circulation shall be of 
the nutes secured by the deposit of coin and 
not more than 8U per cent. Of the notes issued 
against the reserve. 

The bill relieves banks of all taxation and 
from all expenses except the expense of the re- 
demption of their notes. The notes on the in- 
solveucy or expiration of the charter of the 
banks shall be redeemed by the Treasurér of 
the United States in coin or coin certificates 
of an intrinsic vaiue equal to the nominal 
value of the deposit made to seeure them; and 
the Treasurer is given the authority to sell bonds 
tor coin to redeem such notes. The bank shall 
have tbe right to issue notes to an amount not 
to exceed its coin or.coin certificate reserve, as 
determined from time to time by the Controller 
of the Currenoy, but at no time ie this class of 
notes to exeeed 80 per cent. of the total circu- 
lation of the bank.

They searched him, and when they 
rested there was piled up on the floor about a 
peck of jewelry. 

In his boots, which have flaring tops, were 
found five gold watches and two diamond 
brooches. A belt around his waist contained 
about $5,000 worth of diamonds. His coat was 
fitted up with numerous little pockets on the 
inside, each one of which was found to con- 
tain some article of jewelry. 

A friend of Colema, who had eome to the 
steamer to meet him, was obstreperous and 
called the searching an outrage. Agents Brown 
and Dohehue took him into the little room and 
searched him too, but found nothing suspicious, 
He went away in great anger and grief to get 
bail for Coloma, 





TO OLBAN BROOKLYN'S STREETS. 

Cranford & Valentine, the new contractors 
who must clean the streets of Brooklyn during 
the next three years, began work yesterday.

On the contrary, if 
Furey finds that bis bid is too low, the public 
will have to suffer. He said yesterday that he 


wanted just thirty days in which to get the 
atreets in condition.

The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
will meet in the Mayor's office to-day and take 
up the street-cleaning contracts which have 
been in the Oorporation Ccunsel’s office since 
Feb, 14.

The claim so confidently put forward by 
Major McKINLEY when his’Tariff bill was 
first given out that it would reduce the d 
revenue by $60,000,000 las been aban- 
doned. He now contents himself with say- 
ing that the decrease of revenue will be 
from $20,000,000 to $40,000,000. As a 
matter of fact, neither he nor any one else 
ean tell anything about the effect of the 
bill. The cut on-sugar, if it be carried out, 
‘would probably amount to from $24,000,- 
000 to $28,000,000, but whether the re- 
maining provisions of the bill would make 
the revenue less or more will depend on 
whether the slight reduction on some 
duties will increase imports and whether 
the heavy increase in others willdiscourage 
imports. It is plainer than ever that there 
Was never any intention on the part of the 
Republicans to reduce the revenue, and 
that revision of the tariff was only a trick 
to increase the favors demanded. by the 
tampaign fund subscribers. 








The opinion of ex-Judge DANFORTH on 
the question of minority representation as 
presented in the proposed new charter for 
the city of Buffalo, which opinion Gov. 
Hirt referred to in his veto of the Saxton 
bill, appears to us to be somewhat strained. 
The new charter proposes that eight mem- 
bers of .the Board of Aldermen shall be 
elected on a general ticket from the city at 
large, but that each elector shall vote for 
only five candidates. The State Constitu- 
tion in prescribing the qualifications of 
electors declares that persons so qualified 
shall be entitled to vote for all officers who 
“now aro, or hereafter may be, elective by 
the people.” Ex-Judge DANFORTH con- 
strues this as entitling each elector in Buf- 
falo to vote for eight candidates for Alder- 
men at Large if that number of Aldermen at 
Large are to be chosen, thus inaking mi- 
nority representation impossible. Itstrikes 
us as more rational to assume that it only 
means that all qualified electors shall be en- 
titled to vote for Aldermen at Large, so 
long as they are elective officers, not neces- 
parily for as many candidates as there are 

to be Aldermen at Large, for there would 
not be eightseparate positions with a desig- 
nated candidate for each. Prior to 1885 
the Aldermen of this city were elected from 
eight districts, three being chosen from each, 


than two candidates, and no question was 
ever raised, so far as we know, as to the 
constitutionality of the law.

Senator EpmMunps had a shameful tri- 
umph in the secret session of the Senate 
yesterday; be managed to induce or force 
the Republican Senators, by a strict party 
vote, to confirm the nominations of SWAYNE 
and STRIPLING as District Judge and At- 
torney in Florida. The proof of their un- 
fitness, especially of that of SwaYNz, was 
far too strong for lawyers like Mr. Ep- 
MUNDS to disregard with decency. Even 
as a partisan act, itis not one to be proud 
of, for it isa declaration to the people of 
the South that the Administration can find 
no men among its adherents suited for such 
positions. 


The Tribune explains that nickel ore was 
put on the free list ‘‘at the instance of 
Western men,” and that this change ‘‘is ex- 
pected to result in theintroduction of large 
amounts of nickel ore from Canada into 
the United States to be smelted.” But the 
comnittee at the same time fixed a duty 
designed to exclude certain other ores that 
have been coming in free of duty, and for 
the smelting of which large factories have 
been erected in this country. Indeed, it is 
stated that citizens of the United States 
have invested $8,000,000 or $9,000,000 in 
the industry of smelting these ores on our 
own soil, because they did not foresee 
and could not believe that Congress would 
enact laws for the destruction of their busi- 
ness. But they bave discovered that, at 
least so far as the committee is concerned, 
their interests have had no weight beside 
those of the owners of a small group of 
mines in Colorado, to whom appeals for 
large sums of money were made, and not 
made in vain, in the last days of tle blocks- 
of-five campaign by representatives of the 
Republican National Committee. 
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The Grand Jury of Hudson County, N. J., 
had its attention very pointedly directed 
by Judge Knapp yesterday to its duty in 
investigating the frauds that were commit- 
ted at the last election. Judge Knapp did 
not fail to denounce the illegal practices 
that have been disclosed and to urge the 
Grand Jury to a thorough inquiry into 
them, with a view to indicting those who 
violated the law. If this Grand Jury does 
its whole duty it will have a very whole- 
some effect in Hudson County and assist in 
redeeming it from the misrule of an arro- 
gant ring of corrupt politicians. 








The London Times, in discussing Mr. 
Bat¥rour’s bill for land purchase in Ire- 
land, expresses a preference for leaving the 
matter ‘“‘to the free play of economical 
forces.” It is some years too late for the 
expression of this preference. Ever since: 
Mr. GLADSTONE’S Land bill, at least, it has 
been an accepted postulate of British legis- 
lation that the rent of land in Ireland was 
not a transaction that could justly or safely 
be left to the operation of supply and de- 
mand. This involves the admission that 
the land laws in Ireland are unjust and 
that the ownership of the soil by 
the landlords is not as absolute as in 
other countries, where there is no ques- 
tion of ‘judicial rents’ and the tenant 
is forced by the courts to pay what he has 
agreed to pay or to give up his holding. 
It is, in fact, an admission by Parliament 
that the Irish land laws are iniquitous. 
After such an admission, which the Liber- 
als made long ago and the Tories are now 
making, itis a little queer to have Irish- 
men denounced and punished as guilty of 
a criminal conspiracy for resisting the en- 
forcement of the land laws and denounced 
and punished by the same Englishmen who 
are now advocating measures that rest 
upon the assumption that no Irishman 
ought to be expected to obey these laws, 


“THE PEOPLE’S OPPOSITION.” 


In England, where the system of govern- 
ment by parties has reached its highest 
development, and where there is a firm 
body of constitutional principles, which all 
parties, whether in power or out of it, re- 
spect with great fidelity, itis the custom 
to call the minority, “‘ Her Majesty’s Oppo- 
sition,” implying that there is a function 
for them to perform as important and as 
legitimate as that of the majority. In this 
country a like character ought to belong 
to the minority. It should perform with 
loyalty and courage and consistency the 
function of the people’s opposition, and the 
occasion now offered by the presentation of 
the Tariff bill by the Republicans is a pecul- 
iarly opportune one to recall that obliga- 
tion. It is true that, owing to the 
unfair way in which the Republican 
leaders have conducted the prepara- 
tion of the Tariff bill, there is left" 
to the opposition scant means to affect 
legislation on that subject, but such as are 
left should be used with vigor and intelli- 
gence. It cannot be expected that the 
Democrats iu ten days will be able to pre- 
sent to the Hodse a minority report em- 
bodying what they believe to be the duties 
that ought to be levied on the vast number 
of articles covered by the hundred and fifty 
pages of the majority bill. Nor could the 
Democrats be criticised with any sense for 
objecting to what the majority have pro- 
posed because they do not bring in a com- 
plete bill. It has taken Mr. MCKINLEY and 
his comrades fully three months to perfect 
their bill, and even then some of the most 
important provisions of it have been 
changed three or four times in as many 
days. The work of preparing another com- 
plete bill in one-tenth part the time taken 
by the majority is one the minority will 
not be expected by the people to perform. 
But this is not necessary. The general 
principles of the Democrats with reference 
to the tariff are perfectly well Known, and 
they were embodied in a definite form in 
the bill passed by them through the last 
House. What the Democrats may now be 
expected to do, and what they should do 
with the greatest thoroughness and care, is 
to apply those principles tothe majority bill 
and to defend the application of them in 
an adequate report, and in such discussion 
as they may be able to obtain under the 
arbitrary rules that prevail in the House 
under Republican domination. The first 
and simplest of these principles, and one 





and no elector being allowed to vote for more 


the question approve, is that there is no 
justification and no excuse at the pres- 
ent time for the increased taxation of a 
single commodity of any importance im- 
ported from foreign ‘countries, A sec- 
ond prinple, which is equally plain 
and probably as important, is that the 
taxes on the materials of American 
industry should be substantially reduced. 
This is a principle important not only to 
the final consumers, who embrace prac- 
tically the entire American people, but to 
the hundreds of thousands of men whose 
capital or labor is employed in manufact- 
ures, and this, not only with reference to 
the home market, but with reference to the 
markets of the world, in which American 
enterprise, pluck, energy, and skill are 
forbidden by these taxes to seek their 
share of the world’s trade. Another princi- 
ple, also plain, but not soimportant, is that 
the incredible number of taxed articles 
should be reduced by adding to the free 
list those which yield only a small revenue, 
and the duties on which are expensive and 
vexatious. By the careful application of 
these principles to the majority bill, the 
minority can make the situation plain to 
the American people, and can aid in seocur- 
ing a fair and intelligent judgment upon 
it, and that should be their object, 

And one thing should be kept clearly in 
mind by the Democratic members of the 
Ways and Means Committee and by the 
speakers in the House, and that is that in 
the present stage of the tariff agitation 
what the people need and, above all, what 
they wish is facts. The question has ceased 
to be one of theory, whether of free 
trade or of revenue reform. What will de- 
stroy the Republican tariff system is a com- 
plete and clear and accurate knowledge of 
how it works. It pretends to protect Amer- 
ican industry; it really oppresses it. What 
the people should know and what the 
Democratic Representatives can show them 
is the exact degree and manner in which it 
oppresses, Grant that its professed pur- 
pose is a legitimate one, it does not attain 
it. Let us know precisely how and why in 
each important tax it fails to attain it, and 
only serves the opposite purpose. Let 
each tax—on wool, on hides, on car- 
pets, on tin plates, on cutlery and 
shotguns, on glassware, on crockery 
and earthenware, on lime and plaster of 
paris, and so on—be exposed in detail. Let 
the country know what capital is invested, 
what labor is employed, what prices pre- 
vail, what is the condition of the domestic 
market, what foreign markets are closed 
that might be opened, so far as is practica- 
ble, all the practical details of the actual 
operation of thetax. Such exposures, fairly 
and clearly made in good faith, will go 
very far toward settling the fate of the 
tariff policy of the Republicans and of the 
Republicans as. well. It is not an easy 
work, It requires much study, steady de- 
termination, and skill. Butit is the work 
that will pay, and itis to-day the work de- 
manded, and imperatively demanded, of 
“the people’s opposition.” 


A USELESS FORMALITY. 

We are not sure but Senator FassEetT’s 
proposition to submit the question of ballot 
reform to a vote of the people at the next 
election was intended to invite the opposi- 
tion of the Democrats to that course. It 
very promptly elicited an objection from 
Senator CANTOR to giving it a third read- 
ing at once, whereat Mr. FassETT seemed 
to be pleased at the opportunity of assum- 
ing that the Democrats were not willing to 
allow the people to pass upon the question. 
But if the proposition was made seriously, 
which we doubt, it is an ill-advised pro- 
ceeding. There is no doubt about the sen- 
timent of the people on this question. The 
position of the whole Republican Party has 
been declared uponit. Several Democratic 
organizations have put themselves on 
record in its favor, and among the peti- 
tioners for the passage of the Saxton bill 
there was a large proportion of Democratic 
voters. The Ballot-Reform League is made 
up of men of both parties, and includes 
many Democrats of unquestionable stand- 
ing. The labor organizations without ex- 
ception have joined in the demand for an 
exclusively-official ballot and the Austra- 
lian system of voting. There is no question 
of the popular demand for ballot reform.. 

Moreover, the submission of the question 
to a vote of the people would be no proper 
answer to the Governor’s veto, which was 
based wholly on constitutional grounds. 
Even Gov. Hint did not have the temerity 
to claim that the people are not in favor of 
the Saxton bill, and a popular vote cannot 
settle constitutional questions. It might 
be overwhelmingly in favor of ‘‘a law.re- 
quiring all ballots to be voted at any pub- 
lic election to be printed at the public ex- 
pense, and to be distributed to the electors 
by sworn public officials only at the 
polling place on election day,” and 
yet the Governor’s doubts, if they 
are genuine and sincere, would not 
be solved or his opinion changed. 
He could rightly claim that the people at 
large had no jurisdiction to decide consti- 
tutional questions. Besides, it is a bad 
practice for either the Legislature or the 
Governor to attempt to shirk their respon- 
sibility by referring legislative questions to 
the people, to say nothing of constitutional 
questions. They are chosen by the people 
to exercise their several functions, and if 
they fail to do so with fidelity they are ac- 
countable to the people. To submit this 
matter to a popular vote would therefore 
be a useless formality. 

The Governor's own proposition to refer 
the questions of constitutionality which he 
raised to the Judges of the Court of Ap- 
peals was more plausible, but that was 
lacking in good faith. The Ballot-Reform 
League, in submitting its objections to 
such a proceeding to the Legislature, point- 
ed out the tricky nature of the Governor’s 
proposal. He suggested that the question 
be referred to the Judges of both divisions 
sitting together. Now, the Judges of the 
' Second Division are appointed thereto by 
the Governor himself from those of the Su- 
preme Court, and may be changed at his 
pleasure. The Second Division is organized 
only to deal with arrears of cases on the cal- 
endar, taking such as are assigned to it 
by the permanent court. It would not be 





that we believe the great majority of the 


the court to deal with these constitutional 


questions if they were to come up for ad- 
judication, andin no case would the two 
divisions sit together as one tribunal. 
Hence an opinion of a majority of the four- 
teen Judges would by no means foreshadow 
the final judgment of the court. If there 
were any propriety in referring a bill passed 
by the Legislature to the Court of Appeals 
Judges for their opinion, the proper course 
would be to refer it to those Judges who 
really constitute the court, But perhaps 
the Governor was apprehensive of the result 
in ‘that case, while he counted upon the 
Judges who owe their places in the second 
division to him as more likely to be favora- 
ble to his views. 

The Governor backed his request to the 
Legislature by a reference to the action 
of Gov. HOFFMAN in 1872, but in that 
case the Governor was in doubt as to the 
construction of ‘‘the language of the bill,” 
and was careful to ask only whether if 
it wera passed without change there might 
not be doubts about its effect ‘grave 
enough to make it wise that, before it is en- 
acted into law, the language of the bill 
should be so amended as to guard against 
such questions.” In deciding that serious 
questions might arise under the law unless 
its language should be modified, the court 
took pains to disclaim any intention of 
saying what the legal effect of the act 
would be, and confined itself to saying that 
a certain effect might be claimed which 
made it advisable to prepare the bill more 
carefully to avoid the objections raised. 
This is hardly a precedent such as Gov. 
Hit claimed it to be. Besides, Gov. HOFF- 
MAN did not feel called upon to get the Leg- 
islature to join in his request to the court. 

The Legislature was right enough in de- 
clining Gov. H1ni’s suggestion to call in 
the two divisions of the Court of Appeals to 
relieve his state of mind, but there is now 
no propriety in calling upon the people to 
decide between them by a vote on the gen- 
eral proposition of an exclusively official 
ballot. The Legislature has taken its 
action and the Governor has taken his. If 
the Democratic members choose to sustain 
the latter in his position, the people will 
have to wait for ballot reform until they 
can elect a Governor who will approve a 
measure to secure it as wellasa Legislature 
that will pass such a measure. 

FOR THE “BIG FOUR.” 

Some remarks made by Col. BAYNE, a 
prominent Republican member of the Ways 
and Means Committee, and published in 
the Philadelphia Press, recall the recent re- 
ports that in imposing a duty on hides the 
majority members of the committee were 
guided by the desires or demands of the 
slaughterers of cattle and shippers of beef 
in Chicago, Omaha, and Kansas City, com- 
monly called the ‘‘ Big Four.” Col. BAYNE 
says: 

‘“‘ Asa matter of fact, the business of hides is 
largely in the hands of such men as PHIL 


dred or severai hundred hides at once, and it is 
they who wijl be benefited by this duty rather 
than the farmer, who has only one or two hides 
to sell at a time.” 


And on the 26th ult. there was published 
in the same paper the following assertion: 
“The proposed increase is the child of the 
‘Big Four’ in Chicago—the dressed beef 
syhdicate.” Another high-tariff journal, 
the Tribune of this city, spoke on the 24th 
ult. of the proposed duty as one ‘“‘ which 
would apparently help mobody so much as 
the rich combination of beef-packers at the 
West.” But if the ‘ Big Four’ made gener- 
ous contributions of their substance to be 
used in the blocks-of-five campaign, ought 
their demands to be ignored now ? 

It is true that ‘‘the business of hides is 
lurgely in their hands.” ARMOUR & Co. 
sold 22,440,851 pounds of hides in 1888, 
and probably sold more last year. If the 
price of domestic hides should be raised by 
a duty the four great firms would not give 
a very large part of the additional profit to 
those from whom they buy cattle. <A con- 
siderable share of the benefit arising frem 
the proposed tax would be enjoyed by the 
English investors who bought the property 
of one of the four companies a few weeks 
ago, and who were told by certain London 
accountants towhom the company’s books 
had been shown that the net earnings of 
the company’s business had grown from 
$540,202 in 1887 to $626,062 in 1888, and 
$715,666 in 1889, these sums being 22, 25, 
and 29 per cent., respectively, upon the 
capital stock, which may or may not have 
been fully paid. The buyers were led to 
believe that the profits would continue to 
increase, and now they will be pleased to 
learn that important legislation has been 
devised for their benefit. 


THE “GITY OF PARIS” AGAIN, 

The interest in the accident to the City of 
Paris has by no means abated. In truth 
such a disaster to one of the largest and 
finest, and quite the fastest of the trans- 
atlantic steamers comes home to the busi- 
ness and bosoms of all people who have 
crossed the ocean, or who have even a re- 
mote expectation of crossing it at some 
time in their lives. Such persons comprise 
a@ majority of the readers of newspapers, if 
not of the whole population. Very fortu- 
nately the accident is as available for re- 
proof and instruction as if it had been 
the frightful calamity that it came so near 
being. 

The accident itself was a novelty, and so 
puzzling a novelty that the engineers pro- 
fess themselves at a loss to understand it 
from the accounts thus far published. It is 
quite probable that it is not completely 
understood as yet even by the engineers of 
the disabled steamer themselves, and that 
it must be left for what may be called the 
autopsy of the machinery,of the steamer to 
explain. There is no doubt, however, that 
a piece of metal was blown out by an ex- 
plosion of such violence as to hurl it 
against and in part through the bottom of 
the ship, where the divers report a 
hole. The size of this hole is a point 
of considerable interest, but thus far we 
get no information whatever upon this 
point. It seems incredible that it should 
have been so large that the ship’s pumps 
could not have pumped overboard the 
water that came in by it as fast as it came 
in. There is no question, indeed, upon this 
point, The ship seems to have been amply 











provided with pumps, but they were not 
| worked, and were not workable. They de- 


ARMOUR, who can consign to a tannery a hun- f¢ 
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of steam for the machinery, and this supply 
was cut off by the accident and by 
its immediate consequences. There was 
no auxiliary supply for the pumps, 
and to rid the ship of the water 
that came in from the leak the 
crew resorted to the primitive method of 
baling it out with buckets. This method 
was, of course, inadequate to deal even 
with a leak that was very insignificant in 
itself, and would by no means have taxed 
the resource of the steam pumps. But the 
steamer seems to have been so constructed 
and equipped that no provision was made 
for a separate supply of steam that could 
workthe pumpsin case the supply from the 
boilers failed. Evidently this is a grave 
defect, and it is one that astonishes Amer- 
ican naval engineers, who declare that it 
could not have happened on a vessel built 
in accordance with our laws and subject to 
our system of inspection. 

The upshot of the matter is that the 
pumps of the City of Paris were so arranged 
with reference to their supply of steam 
that they could not be worked at the time 
when they were most liable to be needed, 
thatis to say, when the machinery of the 
vessel was disabled. This defect is in the 
same line with the general defectiveness of 
that modern marine monster, the trans- 
atlantic steamship. Everything is depend- 
ent upon the machinery, andif that fails 
the monster is a helpless hulk. She cannot 
even take care of herself under canvas, 
not tospeak of making reasonable speed, 
and it now appears that when her machin- 
ery breaks down she is without the means 
of pumping out such water as may come in 
through a leak that ought not to be of any 
consequence at all, 

The one encouraging piece of information 
that we can derive from the story of the 
accident, apart from the courage and cool- 
ness of the officers, crew, and passengers of 
the ship, is that a modern steamer is likely 
to float. She will dritt helplessly, but if 
the weather be not too unfavorable she 
will keep ber passengers above water and 
serve the purpose of a life raft. The very 
defects indicated by the accident in the 
City of Paris bring out this excellence stiil 
more strongly. The leak occurred in 
the most vulnerable part of the ship, 
one of the compartments containing 
the engines, and it promptly flooded 
both these compartments in spite of the 
longitudinal bulkhead that divided them, 
and that was relied upon to keep half the 
machinery in working order when the other 
half was disabled. There was no efficient 
provision for relieving the ship of this 
water, and the compartments remained 
flooded until the vessel reached port, 
while the flooding was confined to them. 
The transverse bulkheads resisted the 
strain upon them. While the compart- 
ments of the Cily of Paris were thus 
shown to be really water-tight com- 
partments, and while her passengers owe 
their lives to this fact, the defects revealed 
in her construction and equipment are so 
grave as tocompela greater stringency in 
British legislation and in American inspec: 
tion. 








AMUSEMENTS. 
DR. VON BULOW’S RECITALS. 


Dr. Hans von Biilow began a eeries of three 
piano recitals yesterday afternoon in the Broad- 
way Theatre before a large and delighted audi- 
ence. Last Spring the doctor treated this 
public to an unparalleled series of interpreta- 
tions of the piano compositions of Beethoven. 
This season he returns to us with programmes 
which embrace almost the entire field of piano 
music, At any rate, itis a broadly representa- 
tive scheme which the experienced artist has 
prepared, and is well worthy of that wide at- 
tention which was given to his Beethoven oyole, 

His programme yesterday afternoon con- 
sisted of the following numbers: Bach’s *‘ Chro- 
matic Fantasia and Fugue,’ Mozart's lovely 
sonata in F major, which the doctor neatly pre- 
faced with a few bara of * Batti, batti’; Men- 
delasohn’s ‘ Dix-sept Variations Sérieuses,” 
Robert Schumann’s ‘“ Fassingschwank,” and 
the nocturne in B major, tarantella, Opus 43, 
polonaise in F sharp minor, and four mazurkas 
by Chopin. This made a very delightful ar- 
raugement. The Bach number is a pure speoi- 
men of the old cantor’s ecclesiastic style of in- 
strumental composition, and the Mozart sonata 
is one of the loveiiest examples of the glorious 
boy’s gifts for casting immortal melody in the 
cleares:cut form. ‘The Meodelssonn variations 
formed an asreeable transition between this 
and the romantic works of Schumann and 
Chopin. 

It gives the thoughtful listener far more 
pleasure to hear Dr. von Biilow ata recital 
thaa ataconcert with orchestra. In the re- 
cital the doctor has everything his own way 
with the audience, and every detail of his keen- 
ly analytical and sympathetic expositious is 
heard and bhasits just influence. ‘hat Dr. von 
Biilow’s powers a8 @ masterly interpreter are 
not contined to the works of Beethoven was 
fully and delizhtfully demonstrated yesterday. 
His reading of the Bach work was most schol- 
arly, but the old cantor’s music only served to 
warm the player’s touch and spirit into condi- 
tion, Which made his performance of the Mo- 
zart sonata something to be long remembered 
for its clearness, its symmetry, its beautiful 
gradations, and its loving quality of touch. 
Yhe dootur’s fingers never woved the keys 
more tenderly. 

His performance of the Chopin nocturne was 
anvtber lovely piece of work, simply moving in 
its delicate and subtle play of fancy. If it 
were necessary to single out the playing of any 
other number for special praise the choice 
would fall on the tarantella. The audience ex- 
pressed its pleasure in no uncertain manner, 
calling the doctor out at the end of the recital 
and compelling him to play a ‘“‘valse impromp- 
tu” of Liszt in addition to his programme. 


METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

The performance of “ Aida” at the Metropol- 
itan Opera House last evening was interesting 
in many ways, but in none more than in the at- 
titude of the audience towardit. The persons 
present had for the most part been attracted 
apparently by the fact that Signor Tamagno 
has @ phenomenally high and powerful volee, 
and they were determined to hear as much of it 
as they could. So they waited breathiessly 
every time he opened his mouth until he got as 
far up his scale as B flat, and then they broke 
into enthusiastic shouts and bravos, and posi- 
tively refused to let the singer finish the phrase, 
When the tenor treated them to a high C in the 
sextet and ensemble in the grand finale of the 
second act they simply went wild, and com- 
pelied the repetition of the number. 

Signor Tawagno was fortunately in good 
form and gave the audience its money’s worth; 
butif last night’s expression was a tair utter- 
ance of the public demand for Italian opera,

PUMPING OUT THE CITY OF PARIS—AN 
OCEAN PATROL SUGGESTED.

QUEENSTOWN, April 1.—Is has been ascer- 
tained by the divers employed in examining the 
hull of the steamer City of Paris that the 
broken machinery pounded a hole through the 
bottom of the vessel, and this accounts for the 
rapidity with which the engine rooms and other 
sections filled with water, — 

The divers have stopped the ingress of water 
to a great extent, and the extra steam pumps 
which were put at work yesterday have suc- 
ceeded in clearing the engine rooms and the 
other flooded sections of the steamer of 
water. As the water was pumped out ‘the 
steamer rose, and she 18 now up to her usual 
draught. lt has been decided to send her to 
Liverpool, and the voyage began to-night, under 
her own steam, at 9:30 o’olock. ; 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—Representative Tur- 
ner of New-York to-day introduced in the 
House a preamble and joint resolution for the 
better protection of human life on the Atlantic 
Ocean. The resolution is as follows: 

Be it resolved, by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives in Congress assembled, that the Presi- 
dent be and hehereby is requested to communicate 
through the Seoretary of State or other proper 
channel with the foreign powers so interes in 
transatlantic travel, with a view to securing the 
co-operation in the establishment of an efficient 
system of ocean patrol which shall incinde the em- 
ployment for the said service of war vessels or such 


other suitable vessels as may bé avaiable for the 
purpose. 


NEWFOUNDLAND’S FISHERIES. 

Lonpon, April 1.—In the House of Commons 
to-day Mr. Redmond asked whether delegates 
from Newfoundland had been invited to come 
to London to discuss the fisheries question, and 
if they had not been invited, whether, in view 
of the excitement in Newfoundland, the Goy- 
ernment would cable an Invitation. 

In reply the right Hon. Sir James Furgusson, 
Parliamentary Secretary of the Foreign Office, 
stated that theGovernment had invited the Prime 
Minister of Newfoundland to visit London, and 


that he would doubtless come as soon as bis au- 
ties permitted. It would therefore be unneces- 
Bary to cable to any one else to come. 

Dr. Tauner askeil whether the consent of 
Newfoundland could de obtained to the arrange- 
ments between England and France before the 
beginning of the fisning season. 

Sir James replied that the modus vivendi had 
not been received by the Ministry of Newfound- 
land woen the Government Jast heard from 8t 
John's. Mr. Tanner's question, he said, might 
be left tothe Newfoundland Legislature for an 
answer. 





STRIKERS IN EUROPE. 


ViENNA, April .—Ten thousand builders’ em- 
ployes and 800 bakers’ apprentices are now on 
strike in this city. 

BeRuIN, April 1.—The miners employed in 
two coal pits at Dortmund have joined the 
strike. Work is proceeding quietly in the mines 
in the Essen district. 

The Dortmund strikers to-day made an at- 
tack with stones upon a number of workmen 
leaving the Rheinelbe pit. Lhedisorder was 


suppressed by gendarmes, and many of the 
etrikers were arrested. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

LONDON, April 1.—A meeting of the Asscio- 
ated Chambers of Agriculture was held to-day. 
A resolution was adopted declaring that a re- 
laxation of the regulations prohibiting the im- 
portation into Great Britain of American cattle 
would be extremely dangerous. 

A dispatch to the Gazette from St. Petersburg 
says that arrangements have been made for a 
meeting of Emperor William and the Czar dur- 
ing the coming Summer. Emperor William will 
also attend the manceuvres of the Russian Army 
at Krasnoe-Szelo, eighteen miles southeast of 
St. Petersburg. 

BRUSSELS, April 1.—The Maritime Committee 
of the Anti-Slavery Conference has made a long 
report, which shows that all difficulties have 
been surmounted and that an agreement has 
been established on every point. If the con- 
ference adopts the report the repression of the 
slave trate by sea will henceforth be under a 
complete code, respecting the views of various 
powers, the efficacy of which cannot fail to be 
felt.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 1.—According to an 
opinion just rendered by the Supreme Court, 
the Young Men’s Christian Associatien is not a 
religious corporation within the meaning of 
the law. 

In Macon County aman named Hameher on 
his death left a will by which most of his prop- 
erty was bequeathed to the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association of Decatur. 6 heirs con- 
tested the will on the ground that under the 
statutes of Illinois a religious body can- 


not hold over ten acres of land. In the 
opinion of the court the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association is not wholly a religious body 
but is largely a Christian and benevolent or- 
ganization, and therefore the law restricting 
the amount of property to be held by religious 
corporations does not apply to it. It is said 
that this is tne first time the question has ever 
been tested in the courts.

DAVID WILBER. 

The Hon. David Wilber, Congressman from 
the Twenty-fourth New-York District, died st 
his home in Oneonta yesterday mo 

Mr. Wilber was born in Duanesberg, Scheneé~ 
tady County, Oot. 5, 1820. On both his father’s 
and his motner’s side he eame from Quaker an- 
cestry. While yet a mere boy he moved with 
his parents to Milford. He was educated in the 
common schools and was employed in farming. 
» From working upon shares he became an owner 
of farm lands, and engaged largely in the lum- 
ber business. At the time of his death he owned 
over 4,000 acres of land in the towns of Milford 
and Marrland and 4 bank in Oneonta. He had 
been a dealer in hops since 1847, and the house 
of David Wilber & Son is one of the most ex- 
tensive in its operations in the State. He gave 
liderally of his means and had the respect and 
confidence of the whole co unity. 

Mr. Wilber was eleoted to the Forty-third, 
Forty-sixth, Fittieth, and Fifty-first Congresses, 
He was in politics an indefatigable Stalwars 
of the old school. His activity, especially in 
the matter of collecting delegates, was mar: 
velous, and his persistency was unbounded. 
He was thoroughly familiar with Otsego an 
Schoharie Counties, and in the days of the feud 
between the Stalwarts and the Half-breeds n 
man was 80 much dreaded by the latter as Mr. 
Wilber. When Herkimer County was joined 
with Otsego and Schoharie in tne same Con. 

Tessional district he divided with Warner 

iller the prestige of Republican leadership, 
and ig.was some years before a truce was ar- 
rang between them and open hostilities 
ceased. The death of Mr. Wilber makes the 
district very close and increases the chances of 
@® Democrat carrying it in the next Congres- 
sional election. 

Resolutions of respect to the memory of Mr. 
Wilber were passed yesterday in the House o 
Representatives, which adjourned in honor o 
the dead Congressman, after a committee 


been appointed to attend the funeral. His sea 
was draped in black. 


GEORGE H. ELLERY. 

George H. Ellery, who died at his residence, 
228 West Thirty-eighth-street, yesterday, in his 
eightieth year, was well known among business 
men inthis city, and came of a family that is 
somewhat illustrious in the history of the coun- 
try. Mr. Ellery’s father was the Hon. Christo- 
pher Ellery of Newport, R. L, United States - 
Senator from that State, and for many years 
Collector of the Port of Newport. Mr. Ellery’s 
great-uncle, William Ellery, also of Newport, 
was one of the signers of the Deelaration 
of Independence and a memberof the Con- 


tinental Congress. Mr. Ellery’s brother, the 
late Commodore Frank Ellery, was a gallant 
naval officer, who eutered the service of the 
United States in 1812, was on board the frigate 
President in all her cruises and in her action 
with the Belvidere, and received a sword and 
the thanks of Congress for his bravery at the 
battle of Lake Champlain. 

Mr, Ellery was born in Cranston, near Provi- 
dence, R. L,in 1810, and received a commor 
school education at that place. When but a lad 
hoe came to New-York, and after engaging in 
business here @ short time wentto Savannah, 
Ga., where he was clerk for a large cotton firm. 
He later returned to New-York and after- 
ward went to Cleveland, Ohio, where he re- 
mained until after the panic of 1837. He then 
returned to this city and entered the dry 
goods business, in which he was successfai, 
He was successively of the firm Lauterman, 
Large & Ellery and Ellery, Wenat & Hoft- 
bauer. This latter firm went out of existence 
about the first year of the war, and since tha 
time Mr. Ellery has mainly devoted himself me 
the railroad business. He became Vice Presi: 
dent of the Jeifersonville and Indianapolis 
Railroad, which terminates at Louisville, 
Ky., and was instrumental in having built the 
railroad bridge scross the Ohio at that point.

AN ANTI-TARIFF UPRISING 


BUSINESS MEN IN THIS OITY 
ALARMED. 
PROTESTS FROM MANY TRADES AGAINST 
THE MISCHIEF PROPOSED BY THE 
PROTECTIONIST JUGGLERS. 


A feeling of apprehension and alarm is prov- 
alent in commercial circies in this city over 
the bills affecting the tariff: on imported goods 
that are now pending in Congress. Merobants 
in several of the larger branches of trade were 
active yesterday in the circulation of Jormal 

“protests against the clauses partioularly af- 
fecting their interests, or in trade meetings that 
were called for the purpose of discussing meas- 
ures of self-protection. 

Animportant meeting of the trade in china 
and glass and earthen ware was held at the as- 
sociation roomsin Park-place yesterday, soms 
twenty leading firms being represented. The 
sub-committees appointed at the meeting of 
last Thursday, which was fully reported in 
THe Times of Friday, presented reports 
showing how each branch of the trade 
would be affected by the enactment 
of the Customs Administrative bill . 
and the Tariff bill respectively. The latter 
measure makes no inorease in the duties on 
china or earthen ware, but does. tremendously 
increase the duty on every kind: of glassware. 
By the restoration of the duty on packing and 
inland freight charges by the Customs Admin- 


istrative bili, however, alarge increase is ef- 
fected in the rate of duty on all kinds of crock- 
wry and glassware. 

Mr. Edward Anderson of George F. Bassett 
f& Co., of the sub-eommittee on earthenware, 
report that under the Administrative bill 
white granite ware that now paid 55 per cent, 

nty would have to pay 6619 per cent., and 

ecorated ware that pays 60 per cent, duty un- 
der the present law would pay 6814 per cent. 

Mr. Louia Hinrichs of Hinrichs & Co. of the 
Bub-Committee on Chinaware reported with a 
tabulated statement showing that under the 
g@ame measure all kinds of German chinaware 
would pay from 19 to 40 per cent. higher rates 
of duty than under the present law, and toy 
gets would pay 156 per cent. increase in duty. 

From the Sub-Committee on Lighting Glass- 
ware Mr. Moritz Kirchberger of William Foera- 
ter & Co. reported a tabulated statement show- 
ing that on common lamp chimneys, a staple 
article in the trade and one that Is extensively 
used in every city and hamlet in the country. 
where the duty under the present law is 63 
cents it would be $1 08 under the administra- 
tive bill and $6 80 under both the ad- 
ministrative bill and the Tariff Dill—an 
focrease of 900 per cent. in the duty. On 
crystal lamp chimneys, an article of compara- 
tive luxury, the increase in the duty under both 
acts woald amount to 150 percent. On opal 
gas globes of staple quality the increase in the 
duty under both acte would amount to 400 per 
cent, while on the better qualities it would 
amount to but 60 per cent. On opal lamp 
shades of staple quality the increase in the 
rates of duty under beth bills would be 360 per 
cent., and on the “‘luxury” quality it would be 55 
per cent. 

From the Sub-Committee on Table Glassware 
Mr. Theodore Pabst presented a tabulated 
statement showing in the first column the pres- 
pnt rate of duty, in the second column what the 
rate would be under the operation of the ad- 
ministrative bill, and in the third column what 
the rate would be under the Tariff bill and ad- 
ministrative bill, as follows:

FATAL TO CIGARMAKERS. 


ONE AMERICAN INDUSTRY WHICH THE 
M’KINLEY BILL WOULD DESTROY. 


The distilling interest in this city is very little 
interested in the minor changes made by the 
internal revenue provisions of the McKinley bill 

In the tobacco trade, however, the feeling of 
indignation that such a bill should even have 
been reported to Copgress is paramount to 
every other sentiment. It seems to be con- 
ceded that the internal revenue provisions are 


less obnoxious than the changes in the tariff, 
butin even the former tae Republican Party 
has failed to redeem its piedge to take the tax 
of $3 per thousand off from the cigar manufact- 
urer, and in the changes made the interests of 
North Carolina and Wisconsia have been con- 
sulted at the expense of the manufacturers and 
dealers in this vicinity, and without in any way 
benefiting the consumer. 

William Buchanan of the firm of Buchanan & 
Lya)ll, which employs some six hendred people 
in its Brooklyn factory making chewing to- 
bacco, said yesterday that so far as the his 
concerns Were affected, the removai of tne 
special tax of $10 for manufacture was a mere 
nothing. Thereduction of tax on the manu- 
factured product trom 8 cents to 4 cents per 
pound would cut down the revenue from this 
source by 50 per cent. “But,” continued Mr. 
Buchanan, “this will not benefitus at all, for 
‘we shail bave to sell just 4 cents a pound 
cheaper to the wholesale grocer who buys from 
usin bulk. The price of this grade here, for ox- 
ample, is 45 cents per pound. The pound baris 
out into eight sections by the retailer, and 
10 cents apiece is charged for each section. 
Now the retailer will get the advantage of the

The duty on 
imported Havana wrappers is made $2 per 
ound on unstripped and $2 75 on stripped 
eaves, This is prohibitory. We have to get 
our wrappers from Cuba, You can’t persuade 
the smoking public to accept a cigar with sg 
Connecticut wrapper. Sumatra wrappers aré 
raised from 35 and 75 cents to the same figures 
as the Havana, $2 and $2 75. This, too, would 
be pronipitery, should feel very blue over this 
bill if I thought it could possib y beve. The 
opulation of Key West is now about 27,000. 
t was almost nothing when the eigar making 
was begun there. Tampa has grown in the 
same way. The prosperity of both these towns 
would destroyed. In fact, the whole cigar- 
making business in the United States would be 
seriously affected, as uo high-grade cigars are 
made without Sumatra or Havana wrappers. 
Then we have to contend against the import 
stamp, which doesn’t indicate a bigh grade of 
g00a8, but is accepted as sueh on indication by 
inexperienced buyers and is perpetuated against 
our appeal by the McKinley aot, and, finally, 
the per thousand tax on our business is re- 
tained which they promised to remove.

Brooklyn, made no effort to concewl his irrita- 
tion at the course of bis party in Congress. 
“What will the effect be on the leaf tobacco 
trade?” he exelaimed. ‘Who cares? Evident- 
ly the Ways and Means Committee doesn’t. 
This bill will play havoc with the whole trade 
if passed. Notice this: The tariff on imported 
cigars is increased by $6 per thousand. The 
duty onthe raw materisl to make any cigar 
that can compete with these imported ones is 
increased by $32 per thousand. New, the 
theory of the growers in this country seems 


to be that smokers can be educated up to ae- 


cepting a domestic wrapper. This may happen 
im five or six years, but in the meantimé the 
trade will have been ruined. But do not forget 
that this bili will affect all imported tobacco— 
every pound brought into this country—by 
making its duty at least $2 per pound. An ex- 
ception is made to ‘fillers,’ but with the ex- 
press statement that if any part of a bale is 
suitable for wrappers the whole must pay oe 
heavier duty—$2—inatead of 35 cents. Now, 
not abale of tobacco comes in that has not 
some leaves fit for wrappers. Therefore, all 
must pay $2. The billisin the interest of mo- 
nopoly, too, because a bale of tobacco weighs 
about 167 pounds. That means a total duty of 
more than ‘$330 on a bale. Small manufactur- 
ers would be at a serious disadvantage. 

“The Wiseonsin, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts, and New-York grow- 
ers of tobacoo make a big Mistake 1n demanding 
such a prohibitory duty on wrappers. It is true 
that the importation of Sumatra and Havana 
wrappers has lessened the price of their best 
tobacco, but the grades used for filling have 

one up, andit isa curious fact that the only 
arm product on which average prices secured 
by the farmer were as high from 1880 to 1890 
as from 1870 to 1880 was tobacco. They seem 
to have an idea that prices for the filler grades 
can be kept up and those on wrapper grades in- 
oreased by shutting out foreign hie ee They 
are wrong, and if the bill prevails will be tirat to 
ask ite repeal. The effect of the measure would 
be, in brief, to increase the smoking or pipes, of 
cigarettes, and of imported Havana cigars, and 
te tremendously reduce the numberof cigars 
made and sold in this country.” 


HIDES AND LEATHER. 


A DELEGATION FROM THE TRADE WILL 
GO TO WASHINGTON. 


Mr. Thomas E. Proctor of Boston, who is one 
of the members of the committee of leather 
men which the importers and manufacturers of 
Massachusetts sent to Washington to convince 
Mr. McKinley that he was doing wrong, was in 
the eity yesterday and held an informal conter- 
ence with several infiuential members of the 
trade. The result of this conference was that 
the committee of ten which was appointed at 
the meeting of the shoe and leather trade last 
weeks in order to go to Washington to protest 
against the provision of the MsKinley bill 


affecting hides will join with the Massachusetts 
committee, go to Washington, and there in very 
strong combination fight for the repeal of the 
provision so closely affecting their business. 
There will be a meeting of this committee to- 
morrow in the rooms of the Hide and Leather 
Club, in Ferry-street, and it is likely that upon 
the adjournment of that meeting the delega- 
tion will at once leave the city for their field of 


wor 

While the importers of hides are very deeply 
interested in this matter, there is probably no 
class that feels the imposition more deeply 
than the dealers in skivers, fleshers, and sheep- 
skins. They last Monday sent a representative 
to Washington to protest against the 15 per 
eent, ad valorem duty, chiefly because of what 
they regard as the unjust tax upon the 
split sheepskin. Mr. Richard Young, who is 

in this branch of the _ leather 
trade, said in regard to the bill which 
has been decided upon that the provision 
which makes it possibics to tax split sheepskins 
in this manner practically destroys the husi- 
mess which it has taken twenty years to build 
up. Mr, Young added: “I think that the 
amount of money involyed in this branch of 
the hide and leather business is about $20,000,- 

00. The present proposed duty will increase 
the price very materially of thé manufacture 
of skins. In this way the committee has been 
very careful to make this bid for the manufac- 
tures support. Under the schedule, which iu- 
eludes other changes in aiready dutiable man- 
ufactured articles, there is this paragraph: 

“*Leather, belting and sole, (15 per cent.,) 20 per 
cent.; calfakins, dressed, (20 per cent.) 25 per 
cent. ; ANgArco sheep and goat skins, dressed, (20 

er cent.) 25 per cent.; skins for morocco, ianned, 

ut unfinished, (10 per cent.,) 15 per cent,’ 

“This shows that the committee is ready to 
make a general inerease on mannfactured 
leather in order to prevent foreign sompeti- 
tion. But it also makes the provision that 
hides and sheepskina, including the split sheep- 
skins, shall be subject to a duty of 15 per cent. 
ad valorem, thus taxing the raw material and 
making it impossibie that the manufactured 
articles in this country should do anything else 
than increase in price. 

“Tt must be ‘borne in mind that the com- 
mittee does not go nearly so far in its im- 
position of duty on manufactured articles as 
we would lke to have it go. We desire that 
there should be to acertain extent a uniform 
taxation of about 35 per cent. on manufact- 
ured leathers, but with the provision that all 
the raw materia! for that manufacture in this 
eountry should be admitted free. Under the 
present regulation, as proposed by the com- 
mittee, the manufacturers are about 10 per 
cent. worse off than they were before the sec- 
tion was adopted giving the additional ‘pro- 
tection.” There oan be no doubt, I think, 
should the present bill pass Congress, 
that because of the damage it would 
do to vested industries in Massachusetts, 
New-York, and Pennsylvania, the next election 
would lose the first two States tothe Repub- 
lican Party and impair its chances in the latter. 
The statistics concerning the number of persons 
employed in the various industries which use 
sheepskins are exceedingly difficult to obtain 
because the use of sheepskin enters into so 
many different articles, but the numbe? of per- 
s0n6 who Will be affected should the bill become 
& law will run up to very many thousands. [ 
notice, too, that among the articles added to 
the dutiable listappears this sentence: ‘ Hides, 
except sheepskine with the wool on, 15 per 
cent. ad valorem.’ This, I think, is particularly 
ridiculous, inasmuch as admitting sheepskins 
with the wool on free of duty is in direct con- 
tradiction of the provision which makes wool 
dutiable.”

TIN-PLATE MEN AROUSED. 


THE MISCHIEF THAT WOULD FOLLOW 
THE PROPOSED TARIFF TINKERING. 


The report that the committee had decided 
to sustain the former decision concerning the 
imposition of the duty of 2 2-10 cents a pound 
on tin plate caused not alone the importers of 


tin plate to bestir themselves, but organized 


very promptly a very determined opposition on 
the part of those manufacturers who come into 
direct communication with the fruit growers 


and such agricultural interests as are engaged 
in raising particularly cora and tomatoes. One 
of the largest firms manufacturing cans for 
packing fruits and other perishable stuffs 
in this country is that of Ginna & Oo. 
of 53 Beach-street. The senior mem- 
ber of the firm, in commenting upon 
the bill, said: ‘*It must be remembered that 
quite one-third of all the tin plate which is im- 
ported from Wales is used by the canning in- 
dustries of this country. None of thetin plate 
is manufactured here. The attempt to increase 
toe duty from 1 cent a pound to 2 2-10: cents 
has been all enginegred by two men, one named 
Tricks ard ths other Cronneyer. both 05 whom 
now are &u Pittsburg. Tricks came from Wales 
me ttle time ago, and went abroad over 
the country shortly arteravard saying that 
he had estabMshed various tin-plate manu- 
factories in most arts of the coun- 
try, none of whic however, couid 
be found by disintervsted persons. Mr. Oron- 
neyer declared before the committee recently 
that he had eatablished a tin-plate manufacto- 
ry which bad been doing a very excellent busi- 
ness, about fifteen years ago, but which, owing 
to the lownesa of duty on tin piate, was driven 
out of existence. This is pure rubbisn. The 
man did havea factory at one time, but at no 
time did he turn out enough tin plate to supply 
the demands of one canning factory. 
“Another somewhat interesting thing in re- 
eid to this tariff tinkering which has not yet 
n taken inte conalideration is this: That not 
very long azo there was held in stock in Wales 
200,000 boxes of tin plate. This is the normal 
stock. To-day there are 600,000 boxes neid 
ready for e arere The price of tin plate to- 
aay, is 50 a box. Six months ago it was 
25. Placing these two facts together the 
regaon of the enormous aint gs tin plate 
in Wales is apparent. The price gone un.

GOING FOR JUSTIOR MURRAY. 





A RECENT SPEECH OF HIS PRAISING JUS- 
TICE POWER RECALLED. 


Police Justice Murray’s tirades against Police 
Justice Power and others prominent in the 
County Democracy have stirred up the politi 
Clans, and the warfare is being watched with 
deep interest. 

The Board of Managers of the New-Amster- 
dam Club—the social headquarters of the 
County Democracy leaders—met, last night, to 
make arrangements for the removal of the olub 
from its present house on Twenty-fourth- 
street to the quarters that have been 
secured on West l'wenty-eighth-street. Mary 
of the prominent leaders were present 
and the attacks made by Mr. . Murray 
came in for incidental discussion. One out- 
come of this discussion was the determination 
to call a meeting of the Sub-Executive Com- 
mittee very soon and re-elect Justice Power its 
Chairman. Some action will also be taken very 
s0en teward securing a new leader Tor the 
Seventeenth District, 

In view of the attitude of Justice Murray to- 
ward Justice Power just now, the former’s ac- 
tion ata meeting of the Sub-Executive Com- 
mittee, held a week after the election of last 
Fall, is interesting. he Counties had just met 
with a big defeat. Oriticisms on Mr. Power's 
leadership were many. Some of the leaders who 
were at this meeting thougnt it would be agood 
plan to prepare a resolution for the next meeting 
of the Executive Committee which woyld in- 
dorse Mr. Power’s leadership. They were dis- 
cussing this project aside when Justice Murray 
gotup and made a speech warmly indorsing 
Justice Power and favoring the preparation of 
such a@ resolution. He said that'Mr. Power did as 
well as any man could do. It was not thought 
wise to admit that there was any cause or ne- 
cessity for an indorsement, so the matter never 
got further than the Sub-Executive Committee, 
but Mr.. Murray’s speech goes to show that his 
change of heart is a thing of recent date. 

Mr. Murray’s charge that a clerkship in one 
of the District Courte was boughtfor $5,000 
through Richard A. Cunningham attracted 
widespread interest yesterday. There is a re- 
port that Mr. Murray is going to endeavor to 
get the Senate Committee on Cities to look into 
the matter. Mr. Cunsingham says that the ac- 
cusation is absolutely false. He denies that he 
ever had anything to do with the appointment 
ot any District Court clerk. : 

Mr. Cunningham also defends his connection 
with Department of Public Works contracts, 
and denies the insinuation that Mr. Power was 
interested with his firm in the contracts. 

Excise Commissioner William P. Mitchell, 
who bas also been attacked by Mr. seurvey, is 
out with a sweeping denial of the lutter’s 
charges. He said that he always believed 
that Mr. Murray was a warm personal 
friend of his until last Saturday night. 
He said that his (Mr. Mitchell’s) oon- 
duct as a Commissioner of Excise had 
been investigated by Grand Juries, a State Sen- 
ate committee, and by the Governor through 
Referee Berkeley, and that the investigations 
tended to show that the administration was the 
pest during the existence of the board. The 
statement that he charged excessive rates to 
the organization for printing was untrue, he 
said, and he winds up as follows: 

«The last charge is almp)y ridiculous—that 
‘when the late Hubert O. Thompson was in 
control of the County Democracy the organiza- 
tion eould only allow $3 in each election diay 
trict; Mitchell got a thousand.’ No man in the 
organization, not excepting Judge Murray, re- 
members an eccasion of that kind. I now brand 
this statement, as well as al) others, ridiculous 
and false from beginning to end.”

Mayor Cleveland having declined to relieve 
Jersey City of ite law-defying Police Commis- 
sioner, a few of the more hopeful citizens cling 
to the belief that Proseoutor Winiela will take 
the matter before the Grand Jury, at whose 
hands Feeney may in the end meet with his 
just deserts, But those who entertain this hope 
are @ small minority. The same reasons which 
prevent Mayor Cleveland from dismissing 
Feeney also prevent the County Prosecutor 
from bringing charges against him before the 
Grand Jury. , 

It is, unfortunately, too true that they are all 
in the same boat, and Feeney is atthe helm. A 
word ora sign of remonstrance from the ring 
subordinates to their superiors would result in 
inglorio@ shipwreck, with the “kickers” among 
the missing. When the people of Jersey City 
take radical measures to overthrow Feeney, 
Davis, and their coadjutors, then and then only 
can the clique be successfully demolished. It 
bas been shown within the last two days that 
nothing can be more fallacious than to suppose 
that Feeney’s subordinates will dare to remove 
him from the offices he so notoriously’ de- 
fames. 

Prosecutor Chariés' H. Winfield was seen last 
night by a TIMEs reporter, who asked him if it 
were true that Feeney, who is in Winfield’s em- 
ploy as constable, received $150 a mionth for 
his “leniency” at the Guttenberg race track. 

‘*T don’t believe a word of it,’ sald Winfield. 


“T told Feeney some time ago be must not have 
anything to do with Guttenberg while in my 
employ, and I don’t believe he has any interests 
there whatever.” 

‘“You bave heard these charges and others of 
an equally serious nature made against Feeney, 
have you not?” 

“ Only in newspapers,” wae the reply. 

**Do you intend to take any action in the mat- 
ter before the Grand Jury?’ 

“Oertainly not.” 

“ Would you present charges against him if 
they were first made to you?”

These little explanations from Jersey City of- 
floers go to show how futile it is to hope for re- 
Hef fromthem. [tis surprising that with each 
day’s stories of pool selling at Guttenberg, policy 
shop business in Jersey City, and gambling in 
both places, no word of it should have reached 
the cars of the prosecutingattorney. It has been 
suggested that the country constables could 
throw light on this matter, for at one time 
they are said to have threatened. open revolt 
against Feeney’s practice of taking Jersey City 
policemen out to the race track as his asaist- 
ants. The constables felt that it was their ter- 
ritory, and that Feeney ought to employ them, 
and not Jersey City policenien. Accordingly 
Feeney abandoned his police assistants and 
chose his men from the ranks of the country 
constabulary rather than have the “snap” 
given away by the rebellious ones. . 

When Prosecutor Winfield and the Grand Jury 
want information concerning pool rooms and 
other nefarious places of a similar character to 
which Judge Knapp referred in bis charge, it 
might be well to interrogate ‘‘ Denny” Mce- 
Laughlin, Feeney’s bosom friend and aide de 
camp.

Right past the 
door marches one of Feeney’s pet policemen, 
winking at the abuse whieh he knows is part 
be parcel of the income of his superior officer, 
the President of the Police Board, The proprietor 
of this place was asked last night how many 
games were going on in the city. He mentioned 
a dozen, adding by way of solicitation that he 
himself was fitting up a new table and that he 
expected torun ‘very stiff’ to-morrow night.

Their names are Murphy, Skiff, and 
Finlay. Although Sharpe was terribly beaten 
and altogether at the mercy ef the frenzied 
otficer, these three guardians of the peace gazed 
on the outrage without a murmur or a gesture 
of dissent.

SHERIFF OFFICE REFORMS. 


GEN. SICKLES LAYS DOWN THE LAW 
TO HIS SUBORDINATES. 


Gen. Sickles is giving the men in the Sheriff's 
office to understand that they must keep well 
‘within the law in doing business for his office. 
He read them an excellent lecture late en Mon- 
day afternoon. He called the deputies into his 
office and read them the Penal Code bearing on 
the duties of Deputy Bheriffs. ‘*Now,” he sald, 
“you understand that you are entitled to noth: 
ing except your legal fees, and thut you will be 
committing a great wrong in accepting one 
peony of compensation. If I detect you in 
doing such a thing I shall instantly dismiss 


on. 

After talxing to each of the deputies he west 
over to Ludlow-Street Jail and gave the 
attachés there to understand that they, too, 
mast keep within the law. He sst down with 
Warden Cray and put many questions to him. 
He wanted to know something about what be- 

me of the money paid by the prisoners who 
fine at the special table and pay $15 a week 
for their board. He was informed that the 
Warden believed that this money belonged to 
him, and, not being certain about it himself, he 
did not dispute him. 

Sheriff Siekles is still figuring to see how 
much deficit there will be when the fees are 
the only income. Some of thése intimately ac- 
quainted with the workings of the Sherifi’s office 
say that this deficit will be large, and that pos- 
sibly Sheriff Sickles will-ask the Legislature to 
increase the fees. He said that he would call 
the attention of the Legislature to the situation 
in the office, but he was not prepared to say in 
what form this would be done. “I have made 
all my asaistants understand,” said he, “ that 
hey must follow the letter of the law. 

he fees collected by the deputies, [ 
learn, only amount to $500 a year, or 
thereabout. I will endeavor to make 
gome arrrangements by which these men can 
earn more money. A Sheriff is never out of 
office. John Kelly was supposed to be out when 
he died, but I learn that his wife was reeontly 
compelled to pay a judgment for $20,000 ob- 
tained against him as Sheriff. The feos are the 
game now as they were sixty years ago, and in 
that time three Sheriffs have retired bankrupt. 
The bar has recognized the fact that the 
office could not be supported en fees alone, and 
gave what they could afford. If anything was 
wrong about this the bar was an accomplice of 
the Sheriff's.” 

The deputies will cet all the poundage they 
eollect under Gen. Sickles, instead of a per- 
sentage as heretofore.

THE GREAT MORAL SHOW. 











SARNUM & BAILEY’S HUGE TENT PUT UP 
ON THE POLO GROUNDS. 


If anybody wants to see the biggest tent that 
ever was put up anywhere on the face of, this 
broad globe let him take a trip to the Pelo 
Grounds to-day and there gaze upon the new 
panvas home of “The Greatest Show on Earth.” 
It was put up yesterday afternoon by a couple 
of hundred of the employes of Barnum & 
Bailey, and dwarfs into almest insignificance 
the menagerie tent atits side, which is itself 
large enough for any ordinary circus. The tent 
is 550 feet long, is 325 feet wide, and contains 
about thirty-five thousand yards of canvas. 
Fifteen men and twelve women were at work 
in its construction continuously night and day 
for twelve weeks, and it was only completed a 
few weeks ago. It had never been put up be- 
fore. That part of the canvas under which the 
speoctacie of ‘* Nero” will be shown is dyed blue 
—a@ eanvas sky under which “The Fall of 
Rome” will occur amid a vast amount of 
sbrieks and calcium lights. 

The cireus—or at least fifteen carloads of it— 
reached New-York early yesterday morning, 
and, arriving at the Polo Grounds, was dumped 
into that big excavation. There are ten tents 
in all, the big circus tent proper, the menagerie 
tent, the side-show tent, and seven smaller 
tente used for various purposes. The amalier 
ones were pat up in a jiffy, but as there was no 
special hurry, the men teok their time in erect- 
ing the others, and it was late in the afternoon 
pefore they all were ready. 

The big tent runs diagonally across the 

ounds, with the smaller ones on either side of 
fe It will contain the reguiation circus seats, 
with boxes and reserved seats on the first 
tiers. This is the firat time that the only 
Barnum has presented his show to New- 
Yorkers under a tent since 1871, when his 
cirous was seen under a canvas on the old 
grounds at the foot of Houston-street. It wiil 
open on April 12, with the usual torchlight 
parade the night before. All the animals 
making up the ménagerie will be brought down 
from their Winter home at Bridgeport next Sat- 
*urday. 

The Central Labor Union wants Barnum tu 
build a hall to give bis show in, and sent a 
letter to Mayor Grant to that effect. 

The permit bad already been granted, and 
Mayor Grant could do nothing in the matter.

PETER J. CLAASSEN INDICTED. 





CHARGED WITH MANY OFFENSES BY THE 
UNITED STATES GRAND JURY. 


The United States Grand Jury, headed by 
Foreman Edgar S. Ryder, yesterday hanaed to 
Judge Benedict an indictment against Peter J. 
Claassen, the bank wrecker. Immediately 
afterward Claassen was called upon to plead. 
Gen. Foster, his counsel, entered a plea of not 
guilty, with the understanding that he could 
withdraw itif he desired after reading the in- 
dictment. Judge Benedict will sit on April 11 
to hear anything that Gen. Foster may desire 
to say in regard to the indictment. 

Assistant United States District Attorney 
Rose said the District Attorney would be ready 
to try the ease against Claasaen on May 7, and 
Judge Benedict ordered the petit jurors dis- 
oharged until then. Claassen was not required 
to furnieh new bail. 

The indictment against him contains forty- 
four counts. He is charged, among other things, 
with the embezzlement of railroad bonds be- 
longing to the Sixth National Bank of the par 
value of $622,000 and the market value of 
$683,000; with misapplying the proceeds by 
eausing the bonds to be sold and hypothecated 
by George H. Pell, and converting the proceeds 
te the use of himself, Pell, and Simmons; with 
misappiying $207,800 by giving false credit for 
that amount or the books of the Sixth National 
Bank to the Lenox Hil! Bank; with misapplying 
three sums of $60,000 each by causing those 
amounts to be paid at the Clearing House on 
checks drawn upon the Sixth National Bank; 
with misapplying one of these sixty-thou- 
sand-dollar sums by civing it in part pay- 
ment of the purchase by Simmons of the Sixth 
Natienal Bank from Leland, and with having 
made false entry on the books of the Sixth 
National in giving credit to the Lenox Hill 
Bank for $207,800. He is indieted both as 
President of the bank and as an agent.

TROUT OF BEAUTIFUL OOLOR. 
FINE SPECIMENS OF THE FAVORITE 
FISH SEEN AT FULTON MARKET. 


To see a nice lot of trout is next to angling 
for them, and for that reason a big crowd vis- 
ited Fulton Market yesterday to look at the 
trout display which for twelve years past State 
Fish Commissioner Blackford has been accus- 
tomed to provide upon the opening day of the 
season. They saw some pretty fish of just that 
weight that the angler is fond of meeting with 
on the stream or in the pond, Fat fellows, 
weighing from three-quarters of a pound toa 
pound and a half, poised themselves uncon- 
cernedly in the-water, little knowing what pis- 
catorial feelings they were reviving in the 
hearts of their observers. 

The crowd to see them was larger than that 
of last year, and ineluded many ladies, who 
admired the bright markings and spots of the 
graceful fish. Mr. Blackford had a nosegay of 


flowers for the ladies who eame to see the trout. 
The stands had been previy. decorated for the 
occasion with green vines and plants. : 

The trout came from or represented species 
of almost every seotion of the country. A big 
three-and-a-halt-pound brown trout from the 
Caledonia Hatchery attracted much attention 
from his peculiar markings. 

The tank containing the live fish was close] 
observed by tha, practical anglers. These fis 
were from the preserve of James Annin, Jr. 
‘Some of them were three and even four pound- 
ers—proud, lusty fish with bright markings and 
nice proportioned forms. 

Fish culturists were interested in a school of 
little salmon trout, which had a tank to them- 
selves. The little fellows were very active and 
could not keep still a minute, From Patchogue 
a handsome exhibit of Long Island trout was 
received. Though not Very large, they were fat 
and healthy-looking, evidently having had a 
good Winter’s feeding. 

From the preserve of W. L. Gilbert, at Plym- 
outh, Mass., were some brook trout and a few 
hybrids, a cross between the brook and brown 
, trout. A batch ef Canadian trout, the real wild 

fellows from the forest stream, gent in a frozen 
condition, were laid out on the slabs. They are 
highly-colored fish, with plenty of the red and 
Vermilion spots. Some of the rarer tish were 
Lock Levin trout, three years of age, and aver- 
aging abouttwo pounds. Eggs of this variety 
are being hatched at the Cold Spring Hatchery. 

Besides the trout there were some rare fish for 
the visitors to look at. A big ugly Jew fish, 
weighing ninety pounds, from Florida, was 
hung up over one of the stands and served as a 
means of comparison with the handsome spot- 
ted beauties below. Someof the double-tailed 
goldfish, of heightened color, from the United 
States Fish Commission were also exhibited, 
and aspecies similar, the Golden Ide of Ger- 
many, swam contentedly in an adjacent tank.

reasonable and the part of the city convenient, 
he could not take the place because he could 
not ask the respectable girls in his employ to 
walk through such astreettwiceaday. This 
experience has been duplicated by every other 
property holder in the place.”

ABSURD OHINHSH NOTIONS, 
REMARKABLE IGNORANCE OF MEDICINE 
AND SURGERY IN CHINA. 


“ Medical Science in China” was the title of a 
paper read before the Academy of Anthropol- 
ogy yesterday afternoon by Dr. Henry 8. Dray- 
ton. . The paper had been prepared by Prof. E. 
P. Thwing of the Canton Hospital, and was 
sent by him to Dr. Drayton to be read before 
the aeademy. Dr. Thwing declared that scl- 
ence did not exist in China. The usages of 
centurids had crystalized, and there was an 
abundance of theories, speculations, traditions, 
and superstitions, but very little knowledge. 

One cause of this was the Chinese language, 
the most meagre and tedious of all tongues, 
The Chinese scholar was indiffersnt to other 


tongues because he was unable to study them 
in his own. But still greater obstacles than this 
were the ignorance and poeere of the people. 
The method of study and the means of informa- 
tion afforded a Uhinese doctor were diftieult to 
overcome, A single Chinese work on ma- 





teria medica and therapeutics was _ in 
40 volumes, with quotations from 756 
authors. A work on plants was in 


60 volumes, .with 1,715 engravings. As 
the dissection of the body is forbidden in China 
the Chinese have the most absurd notions of 
anatomy and physiology. They believe that 
the food passes from the spleen into the stom- 
ach, that the larynx leads into the heart, that 
the soul isin the liver, and that the pit of the 
stomach is the seat of breath and the source of 
joy. They regard the skull as one bone, like- 
wise the arm. They regard the right kidney as 
the gate of life, and bold that each organ is te- 
lated to earth, air, fire, metals, and water. Fire 
rules the heart, metals the lungs, water the 
kidneys, and so on. 

There is not a square inch of the human body 
that is nameless to the Uhinese, All applica- 
tion is made on the dual prineiple of action and 
reaction, and herbs, incantations, idole, and 
numerous vther pagan means are used in 
treatment, The medical students study 
anatomy from the copper model of a man, 
which is pierced with holes and marked with 
the names of pulses. Thess pulses are divided 
into three wrist pulses, and each wrist 
ge is subdivided into twenty-four others. 

herefore the Chinese medical student 
has to study 144 xe in order to become 
familiar with the Chinese system of medicine. 
The idol is also brought into use, and it is be- 
lieved that the part in which the patient suf- 
fers may be cured by rubbing a correaponding 
gees of the idol. Anybody may become a 

octor, and consequently quacks and imposters 

are abundant. Stiil the law holds that to pro- 
long @ disease ia equivalent to stealing the 
money obtainet from the patient, while to 
have a case terminate in death may result in 
the doctor losing his head. In spite of @il 
these difficulties the Chinese race constantly 
increases, 

Surgery is utterly unknown to the Chinese, 
as they believe that any disfigurement in life 
will be transmitted to the next world—tnat a 
one-legged man will become a one-legged angel. 
And yee the Chinese are capable of becoming 
excellent surgeons, for they have all the cool- 
ness and deftness necessary to the ealling. Dr. 
Thwing declared that the changes within the 
last fifty years in the practice of med- 
icine in China had been  wmarvelous. 
The invasion of European and Amer- 
ican doctors had wrought 2a great change, 
and the Chinese were at last gradually 
awaking tothe necessity of a scientific study 
and practice of medicine. The people had 
learned where to find relief and were deneunc- 
ing their priests and quacks. Ohina was an un- 
limited field for women physicians, as aChinese 
woman would suffer almost anything before 
she would submit to treatmentby a male. Vac- 
cination had been recently introdnced and was 
regarded as ablessing. There were also sixty 
mission hospitals in China witheighty doctors in 
attendance, and an effert was being made to 
establish an asylum for the insane, some- 
thing hitherto unknown in China. The conserv- 
atism of the Chinese was a great barrier to 
advancementin the knogledge and practice of 
— but it was belilg overcome slowly but 
surely. 

In the aiscussior that followed, J. Stewart 
Happer, who was born in China and had spent 
much of his life there, gave some interesting 
information about that country and its people. 
He said that the opportunity for individual de- 
velopment was as great in China as in the 
United States. Civil service was in its best 
form there, and any poor Chinese boy might 
rise to the highest Governmental oftice.

TRE EMIGRATION COMMISSIONER RE- 
PLIES TO MR. WINDOM’S LETTER. 


President Ridgway of the Board of Emigra- 
tion has sent to Secretary Windom a reply to 
the somewhat tart communication which the 
latter addressed to the board last wepk. 

Mr. Ridgway differs with Mr..Windom as to 
the date under which the Secretary gave notice 
of the termination of the contract. 

‘*We are well aware,” he writes, “that it was 
under date of Feb, 15, 1890, and not Jan. 19 
last, ds stated in your letter.” The board, he 
Bays, had at all times endeavored to bring 
about a co-operation in the proper econ- 
duct of the affairs of the department. 


In speaking of the Secretary’s selection of the 
Barge Office as a temporary landing place for 
immigrants Mr. Ridgway says that this step 
had been taken “without the slightest confer- 
ence with this board, who are, by reason of the 
length of service of some of its members, mast 
eompetent to give an opinion in relation to the 
necessities of the department.” 

In speaking of the request for a lease of Cas- 
tle Garden to the Treasury, which had come 
through Federal Commissioner Weber, Mr. 
Ridgway says: 


“If you will refer to the resolutionpassed by this 
board on the 27th inst., in reply to such communi. 
cation, which was sent to r. Weber and to the 
Honorable Secretary of the Treagury for his infor- 
mation, you will readily understand the impropri- 
ety of sr cop ting sucha proposition froma subor- 
dinate of your department, signed by himself, and 
with nothing to indicate his authorization, and es- 
pecially as such proposition was wholly at variance 
with the request contained in the resolution anani. 
mously passed by the joint committee of the Senate 
and House of Representatives. Any other action 
than that taken would, to say the least, have been 
discourteous to the committee referred to. 

“as the Honorable Secretary of the Treasury is 
the party who signed the contract on behalf of the 
Federal Government, and as the Honorable Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is the one who signed the let- 
ter of the 16th of February, 1890, ziving notice of 
the abrogation of such contract on the 18th of 
April, this board cannot recognize any desire of the 
Treasury Department in relation to the continu. 
ance of the use of Castie Garden except through 
an Official communication received from the Hon- 
orable Secretary of the ‘Treasury, 

“It is respectfully submitted that you have re- 
celved no evidence that the Commissioners of Emi-

THE OIVIL SERVICE IN BROORLYN. 

The annual report of the Brooklyn Civil 
Service Commission presented to Mayer Chapin 
yesterday shows that there are in the employ 
of the city 5,790 persons, of whom 3,295 are 
subjeet to the civil service’ law. These are 
divided as follows: Schedule A, non-competi- 


tive, 240; Schedule B, competative, 2,204; 
Schedule O, day laborers oxempt from competi- 
tion, 850. The remainder of the 5,790 are school 
teachers and officials not subject te the law. 
During the past year 21 competitive examina- 
tions were held, at which there were 1,941 a 
Plicants. Of these only 596%were suceessful, 
and from the eligible lists so made up 237 were 
appointed to positions in the Police, Fire, and 
Park Departments, 80 were were given other 
permanent positions, and 41 were supplied with 
temporary work. b 

In addition, 64 appointments were made in 
default of eligible lists, and 30 appointments 
were made from the non-competitive list. The 
removals during the year formed 2.05 per cent. 
of the positions, the smallest percentage dur- 
ing the past 50 years.

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THE BILL AT ALBANY FRAMED BY 
THE BUILDING EXAMINERS. 


The bill introduced into the Assembly Mon- 
day night by Mr. Connelly to amend the building 
laws was framed By the Board of Building Ex- 
aminers and is the result of their meetings last- 
ing over several months, at which expert and 
other testimony was taken in regard to the in- 
congruities of the present law. The board is 
composed of President Peter Notman of the 
Niagara Fire Insurance Company, who by invi- 
tation In an advisory capacity, President 
Francis (© 


insurance Company, William J. Freyer, Jr., 
of the Society of Architestural Iron Manu- 
facturers, Cornelius’O’ Reilly of the Real Estate 
Owners and Builders’ Assoeiation, Edwin 
Dobbs and Warren A. Conover of the Me- 
chanica apd Traders’ Exchange, Napoleon Le 
Brun of the American Institute of Architects, 
ae Thomas J. Brady, Superintendent of Bulld- 
nga, 

The new bill proposes to change the existing 
law by establishing greater safeguards in the 
construction of dwelling houses. The prin- 
cipal change in this reapect requires builders to 
pat fire stops in the walls at each story. This 
may be done by filling the openings with mor- 
tar at each story. It will add nothing to the 
cost of building and will shut off the fiue fur- 
nished by the air spaces between the backing 
and the plaster of walls, thus ehecking the 
8pread of fire frontone story to another. 

Muon of the bill is devoted to simplitying 
provisions of the present law, under which 
much confusion and dispute have arisen be- 
tween the Superintendent of Buildings and 
architects. It is believed that the phraseolory 
of the billis so clear that there will no longer 
be any reason for misunderstanding in regard 
to building requirements when it shall become 
@ law. No serious opposition to the bill is 
apprehended because it embodies the best opin- 
jon that could be gathered upon the subject. 
The examiners do not cease work with this bill, 
but will continue to meet to issue building 
certificates and to recommend suoh other modi- 
fications or improvements of law as may from 
time io time seem desirable, 





HEAVY GALES AT SHA, 





ALL INCOMING STEAMSHIPS REPORT 


STORMY WEATHER. 


The Inman steamship City of Riehmond ar- 
rived yesterday, after a stormy passage of 
nearly twelvé days from Queenstown. Capt. 
Lana reports that strong gales, with heavy 
head seas, prevailed during a large portion of 
the voyage. The storm was at its worst on 
Maresh 24, when a dangerous sea was running, 
The ship tossed heavily about, shipping large 
quantities of water, but received no injuries. 
The vessel’s run on March 24 was less than 
200 miles, 

La Normandie of the Freneh Line, which ar- 
Yrived yesterday from Havre, also met with 
severe head storms, whieh delayed her more 
than twenty-four hours. Ameng her passen- 
gers were Richard de Luna, Victor Hail, and 
Miss A. B. Churebyard. 

Capt. Beeckman of the steamship Berger- 
meister Petersen, which arrived from Ham- 
burg, reported a stormy voyage of twenty days. 
Head gales with high seas prevailed throughout 
the passage. On Maroh 25, in latitude 43° 10’ 
and longitude 48° 30’, a very large iceberg was 
passed. Soon afterward a smaller berg was 
seen.

Judge Ebriich of the City Court yesterday 
granted an order requiring Marcus Mayer to 
show cause why he should not be punished for 
contempt of court. The contempt with which 
Marcus is charged was committed a few days
